A eter Jackson and George Godfrey, the 
form er the cham pion heavyweight of Aus- 
tra.ia, and the latter the cham pion colored 
heavyw eight of America, fought for a purse 
of $-,000 to-night, otiered for by the Cali­ 
fornia A thletic Club. Jackson won the 
light with the greatest ease in nineteen 
rounds. 
H e forced the Sghting from the 
first, and^ had Godfrey completely at his 
m ercy. H e could have finished him sev 
erai times before the fight was decided, but 
seemed reluctant to give the knockout 
b.ow. 
In the nineteenth round Godfrey, seeing 
lie was completely whipped, stopped fight- 
iag and shook hands with his opponent as 
aa acknowldgeiuent of his defear. 
It is re¡»orted that Godfrey is hurt in 
ternally. 
^ .:ackson looked :ike a giant alongside of 
his opponent, being tully three inches 
ta.ier and weighing 
wenty pounds more. 
a here were about 309 persona present. 
h “'am B. Cook wa- appointed referee. 
A rthur Chambers and fom Cleary acted as 
seconds for Godfrey, and Fitzgerald and 
Voung Mitchell acted :n a .ike capacity for 
Jackson. 
Godfrey was the first to step into the 
r-.ng, and was greeted with loud applause. 
K e was 
followed five m inutes after by 
Jackson. 
The latter looked sm iling and 
confident, w hile Godfrey’s expression was 
serious and fall of business. 
Both men were in splendid condition. 
Tim e was called at 9:21. 
la the first round Godfrey led with his 
left, and landed a stinging blow on Jack­ 
son s bugle. Jackson returned the com pli­ 
m ent on Godfrey's ribs. Some close fight­ 
ing was done, Godfrey being forced against 
the ropes as tim e was called. neither side 
haying any advantage. 
Second round — Jackson got in some 
heavy blows on Godfrey's tace and body, 
and his superior reach told effectively! 
Godfrey could not reach Jackson at all. 
It 
was patent to everyone that Godfrey was 
overm atched, and that it wa3 only a ques­ 
tion as to how m uch punishm ent he could 
stand. 
Third rouud—Jackson forced the fighting 
from the start, and drove Godfrey against 
the ropes. There was a rapid exchange of 
b ows at short range, and Godfrey escaped 
som e vicious lunges by clever dodging. 
Iieither m an was much damaged when 
time was called. 
The succeeding rounds were but repeti­ 
tions of the others, Jackson doing all the 
fighting, and Godfrey occasionally getting 
in a light tap on Jackson's ribs or neck. 
B oth men perspired freely. 
Jackson got in a savage blow on God 
frey’s left eye in the fourth round, and it 
hied profusely. 
In the seventh round Jackson seemed 
•determined to end the fight, and started in 
w ith a rush during this part of the fight. 
■Godfrey acted on the defensive, and neatly 
w arded off the blows aim ed at him . 
Both men were breathiDg hard at the 
close of the tenth round, but Jackson 
seemed in much the better trim of the two. 
Godfrey made but a feeble resistance to the 
ons-aught of Jackson, as he forced him 
against the ropes, but demonstrated his 
ability to stand punishm ent. 
Ju st before the end of the twelfth round 
Jackson was beard to say : “ I've got you 
now !” 
The crowd became very dem on­ 
strative, some yelling for Jackson to do 
Godfrey up, and others telling Godfrey to 
ksep oool. 
Godfrey was badly winded 3t the end of 
th is round, and it was thought that another 
round would finish him . 
Iu the next two rounds Jackson did 
som e effective w ort on Godfrey's ribs and 
m outh, and in the m iddle of the fifteenth 
round Godfrey attem pted take his seat, but 
was forced away by his seconds. 
Jackson could have ended the fight then, 
. b u t failed to follow up his advantage. 
In the nineteenth round Jackson looked 
fresh, and as nsual set out to rush his op­ 
ponent. 
After he had delivered some 
telling 
blows 
on 
Godfrey's 
face 
a n d 
body, 
Godfrey 
stopped 
fighting 
an d extended his hand to Jackson as an 
acknow ledgm ent of defeat. Jackson shook 
his hand neartily and threw both hands np 
in the air and laughed. 
H e did not receive any apparent punish­ 
m ent, w hile Godfrey had his lip split and 
was bleeding profusely from a cut over the 
left eye. 
Jackson was loudly cheered as he was 
ted away. 
On all sides the expression was 
heard that Godfrey is the gamest m an ever 
seen on the coast, but no match for the 
huge A ustralian.

O akland, August 24th.—A t 11:15 o’clock 
to-day an explosion occurred in the drying- 
room of the Judson G iant Powder W orks, 
*t Flem ing's Point, W est Berkeley. There 
were 20,000 pounds of black powder in the 
room . The building, 40x120 feet, was en­ 
tirely demolished. Two w hite men and 
three Chinam en were killed, and one white 
m an wounded. 
T he men killed were Joseph Law, aged 
55, unm arried, and Chris Bunce, of Vi est 
Berkeley, w ho leaves a widow and three 
children. The nam e of the wounded man 
is fe te r Jansen. 
H e was taken to the Ger­ 
m an Hoepital, San Francisco, and m ay 
recover, 
Al 2 o'clock the bodies of Bunce and two 
o f the Chinam en had been recovered. 
T he roof of the house was lifted off and 
carried about a hundred feet, and the de­ 
bris scattered over a large space. The 
debris took fire and a large force of men 
were set to work and kept bnsy keeping 
i: aw ay from the magazine. 
T he Coroner was telephoned for and ar­ 
rived about 12:30. 
Efforts are being made 
to find the bodies of the Chinam en. 
T he explosion was felt in Oakland. The 
cause of the explosion could not be ascer­ 
tained. 
The powder is dried by passing 
over belts heated to 175° by steam, and it is 
supposed that an explosion was caused by 
a spark or by concussion. 
Jansen is the only m an who escaped 
a.ive to tell how it occurred, and he was so 
badly injured as to be unable to tell. 
It is 
supposed that he attem pted to get out. 
T n e reason that more damage was not done 
was that the building was not a close one. 
■The loss is about $10,000.

And we are now inform ed by the President of 
the U nited States (for I take it th a t is w hat he 
m eans, although no word of that kind is in 
the message) th a t no step of any kind has 
been taken to carry- into execution the plain 
provisions of th at law. It is true the law did 
not require th e President should put it into ef­ 
fect iu self-defense un til a case should have 
arisen of injustice w hich should satisfy him 
Am erican rights were being unjustly dealt with. 
If there has oecn no instance of injustice since 
the passage of th e Act, the President has been 
right in taking no step in respect to the m atter. 
It, however, in his opinion—as he now states 
it—there have been instances of denial of just 
rights, w hy is it the President has not taken 
any steps in the exercise of the powers imposed 
upon h im —in the exercise of the high duty 
w hich the Constitution imposes upon h im -o f 
seeing the laws are faithfully executed ? 
WHY HAS HE BEEN SILENT 
For eighteen m onths, w ith th e whole power of 
th e law in his hands? I m ust express m y sur­ 
prise. not as a partisan, but as a citizen, th at he 
h as failed to take any steps, and now sends a 
message asking that additional powers be given 
him .

Until the President m ay see w hether Congress 
w ill not put m ore am m unition into his hands. 
Senator Hoar said that the Senators on 
the Democratic Bide had fairly lain down 
before the demands and threats and pre­ 
tensions of the little Dominion of Canada. 
They thought they were lying down by the 
side of the President to comfort him in his 
position. But now, behold ! the President 
has undertaken to get np, and, shaking the 
m ud from his own coat, to leave them 
where they had placed themselves. 
Murgan said the evidence is 
clearly 
established that the purpose of all the op­ 
position to the President iq respect to these 
fisheries had not been to get the Govern­ 
m ent into better shape, but to entrap the 
executive and put him into a straight- 
jacket, where he wonld do the bidding of 
the m inority of the people of the United 
States 
represented 
in

chamber. 
They had even threatened the President 
with im peachm ent if he dared to disobey 
their commands. 
H e thought the country 
would appreciate the fortitude of a man 
who could stand up against the utterances 
of the Senator from \ erm ont and perform 
his duty wi hout a trem or. 
Morgan said 
he had discussed the retaliation law as a 
law looking to a treaty ag its result. The 
Senator from Verm ont discussed it as a law 
which looked to war as its result. The 
Senator from Vermont had draw n the law, 
and if he had known of cases recently 
occurring that violated the treaty of 1818 
he ought to have pnt them in and made 
them the basis of the legislation. 
Morgan then said: 
"Y o u r candidate 
for the Vice-Presidency ia a Director in one 
of these Canadian railroad companies.” 
Frye informed Morgan that Morton had 
some tim e ago resigned his position as a 
railroad Director. 
Morgan intim ated that the nom inal date 
of his resignation m ight not be the actual 
one. 
Edm unds resented that im plication, and 
said that Morton played no tricks on the 
people of the U nited States, nor anybody 
else. 
H ale characterized the President's mes­ 
sage as a desperate expedient to recover lost 
ground, and his confession that the atti­ 
tude taken by his A dm inistration as to the 
treaty was an attitude that had no accent 
or force in it. After having failed in the 
treaty, the President found fault with the 
statute of retaliation, and his Secretary of 
tha Treasury had found power enough in 
the statute to give to British steamships 
and to the Canadian Pacific Railroad per­ 
mission to transport goods from one Ameri­ 
can port (8an Francisco) to another A m eri­ 
can port, and thence to the term inus of 
that railroad. 
Sherm an thought the President’s mes­ 
sage was a m ovem ent to supply lost ground. 
If he had based the treaty upon the princi- 
g 


les laid down in his message it would 
ave been ratified by a unanim ous vote. The 
President comes to Congress and asks for 
more power when he has the power to 
bring the Canadians to term s in twenty- 
four hours. The mere declaration of these 
two points—that we will not allow fresh 
fish to come free into our m arkets as long 
as our fishermen are denied their rights, 
and that we will not allow them to dis­ 
crim inate against us in the canals and the 
great transportation lines—will bring them 
to term s. I believe the result o f such a 
mode would be the union of Canada and 
the United States, and that would be the 
best for all. 
George took the floor, and the m atter 
went over w ithout action.

dent’s message on the subject of the fish 
enes has been the absorbing topic of dis­ 
cussion am ong politicians everywhere to­ 
day, and the entire tim e of the Senate has 
been occupied in its discussion.

August 24th.—Three prom inent 
citizns of Ogdensburg were yesterday ar­ 
rested by a U nited States Marshal and 
charged with conspiracy and stealing 770 
pounds of prepared opium from the Cus­ 
tom-house at Ogdensburg at one tim e and 
100 pounds at another time. T he arrested 
men are John W . Stone, a law yer; N a­ 
thaniel H . Little, Jr., a Deputy Collector of 
Customs at Ogdensburg; and Cumminsky, 
janitor of the Custom-house at Ogdensburg. 
This is the outcome of the arrest of Erw in 
R. Gardner at Ogdensburg last winter. H e 
and E phraim Gardner were found with 
nearly $25,000 worth of opium in their pos­ 
session, part of which it was determined 
on investigation was placed in the Custom­ 
house in Ogdensburg for safe keeping, and 
a few days after was offered for sale by 
Gardner in Chicago. The three men ar­ 
rested yesterday are in jail here. 
L a t e r —The alleged conspiring opium 
smugglers from Ogdensburg were held un­ 
der a heavy bail of $20,000 each.

Ch ic a g o, A ugust 24th.—The three arrests 
at Ogdensburg in connection with 
the 
opium conspiracy appear to have been due 
to discoveries in Gardner’s papers captured 
here. Among the documents were letters 
from Stone to Gardner clearly establishing 
the fact, it is said, th at there was an agree­ 
m ent between Stone, the Ogdensburg law­ 
yer, Nathaniel Lytle, Jr., Deputy Collector 
at Ogdensburg, and W . J. Cumm insky 
janitor of the Custom-house to “ shift’" 
some opium in 
the custody of Lytle. 
This 
was 
the 
stuff 
confiscated 
at 
Ogdensburg last winter. 
It had 
been 
smuggled into the United States by Gard­ 
ner, and he was under bail of $15,000 for 
the offense. The "shift” m eant th at tbs 
Government was to be robbed. The dis­ 
posal of it by Gardner would m ake him 
and bis confederates rich, and w ith its dis­ 
appearance the evidence of the original 
crim e for which be was to be punished 
would be gone. 
From Gardner's letters it appear» that 
Deputy Collector 
Lytle was to receive 
$4,000 and Janitor Cumm isky $1,000 of the 
spoils. The schem e was to put little blocks 
in place of the opium cans iu the Govern­ 
m ent vaults at 
Ogdensburg until 
the 
trial of Gardner, when the discovery of the 
deception would undoubtedly result in his 
release.

H alf a dozen years have passed since 
Mr. Ruskin offered to Sheffield all his art- 
treasures, providing the town would find a 
suitable building for their preservation. 
H e even went further in his spirit of mu­ 
nificent liberality by undertaking to per­ 
sonally superintend the arrangem ent of the 
objects in the museum, and be responsible 
for its management during his lifetime. It 


Mr». W illiam Beckman, of this city, who 
has traveled extensively, sends the follow­ 
ing description of a late visit to Yellow- 
I ’ark. 
H er word-painting of the 
icenes iu this wonderland will be read with 
pleasure by those who have not had the 
good fortune to witness the sights de­ 
scribed, and will call up pleasant m em o­ 
ries to those who have : 
H aving just returned from a visit to Yel- 
iowitone Lark, I thought it would be of 
some interest to your readers were I to tell 
how I enjoyed it. 
H aving spent the sum- 
j ruer m onths First, anil the quiet peaceful 
; days ut the Chicago Convention, I thought 
■ it best to lini-.h up witlr som ething exciting. 
I. aving M inneapolis on a Saturday m orn­ 
ing, via the N orthern Pacific, we reached 
Livingstone on Monday. 
We had followed 
the m uddy waters of the Yellowstone for 
100 miles, passing the Powder. Little Big 
H orn and Rosebud rivers, the scenes of the 
Custer disaster and here leaviug the m ain 
line on the branch road for Cinnabar, find 
the same river, only it is clear and limpid, 
flowing through Paradise valley. 
Under 
the shadow of rock-ridged peaks it dashes 
over 
its 
gravelly 
bed, 
between 
its 
tree-fringed 
borders, 
its 
waters 
alive 
with 
trout 
and 
grayling. 
A 
pano­ 
ram a of 
the 
Snow 
M ountains 
con­ 
stantly appearing, m ake a succession of 
the grandest pictures. 
I shall not give a 
geological survey, only to say. w ithout a 
thought as to cause or effect, it is enough 
to know that here born of volcanic action, 
streams of lava have coursed down those 
peaks, glaciers have worn and corroded 
deep rifts and stranded granite and gneiss 
fur up the slopes. The play of wind and 
w a'cr is seen upon the softer material, atid 
the strangest, most fantastic forms of r.eak 
and pinnacle, mound and pillar, are every­ 
where discernible. 
There 
are sombre 
gulches and slopes, rich in color. 
Espe- 
j d ally was this very effective at the “Dev­ 
il's Slide.'- 
W hy is his majesty always 
forced to slide over some place particularly 
attractive? This is fiery enough in al! con­ 
science—a strip of bright veraiillion bor- 
dere 1 with red-brown clay and bands of 
yellow, smooth enough, if he was not shod. 
Leaving the train at Cinnabar we took 
stages to the M ammoth H ot Springs, eight 
miles distant. 
I thought 1 was very fortu­ 
nate in having a seat outside with the 
driver until it began to rain shortly after 
we were en rou e. I had the cheerful pros­ 
pect of being hung up on a clothes line to 
dry, for we had lost our trunks, but it 
seemed as if I bad warmed up a corner of 
the old fellow s hea t by telling him of 
some driving I had done in Yo9emite and 
through one of the big trees. 
He was 
from California himself, so pulled off his 
coat and gallantly insisted on covering me 
with it. So I was spared the wetting and 
the clothes line did uot suffer. 
I rem ember the Gardiner river and the 
first 
boiling springs 
flow n,' therein— 
where they say you can catch a fish in the 
cool part of the river, I think, aud cook it 
in the hot water w ithout unhooking it—or 
cook it and cool it afterwards—well, it is 
cot my story. 
After we had reached the fine hotel and 
had luncheon we sallied cu t to visit those 
wonderful terrace-building springs. They 
loom up through clouds cf steam two h u n ­ 
dred feet above the plateau. There are 
snow-white terraces, basins and lim pid 
pools with coatiDg on the sides of every 
delicate tint, 
cream and salmon colors 
deepen into brilliant shades, red, brown, 
gretn and yellow, and here, too we see (he 
most 
delicate 
frost-work, 
honeycomb 
patterns and exquisite designs iu coral 
carvings. Some basins are clear as cryBtal, 
some of turquoise blue. The water over­ 
flows the basins and rim s of the springs 
in gentle pulsings, noiselessly building up 
layer after layer of this lovely fretting, 
which crumbles at 
the slightes touch. 
The crust iu m any places is thin and there 
is ever issuing clouds of steam. There were 
the Liberty Cap, G iant’s Thum b, Cupid's 
Cave and so m any places to see that the 
afternoon was al! too short to us to see all 
we wished. 
The next morning our party of three 
started in a private carriage with a driver, 
for the tour of the park. The woods were 
fine and 
we 
sped 
rapidly southward 
through a magnificent defile. 
Passing 
through the Golden Gate, where there was 
barely room for a roadway, built over the 
river "and on the sides of the cliffs, we en­ 
tered an open valley. 
Following this for 
some miles we came to the obsidian cliffs, 
the vertical colums rem inding me of the 
G iant's Causeway, only those are of glass 
and glisten like jet. 
At the Norris G tyter 
Basin, twenty-three miles from the Mam­ 
m oth hot springs, we lunched, then pro­ 
ceeded on our way, coming in a short tim e 
to what seemed wonderfnl to us—our first 
climpse of a geyser. 
We thought the 
“ M inute Man.” grand, indeed, aud could 
have tarried here or in the vicinity a 
whole day, for 
at every 
turn some­ 
thing new, 
strange 
or 
fantastic met 
the glance. The water m utters, gurgles, 
frying and Bpnttering beneath and on the 
surface, and we tread with caution the 
treacherous ground. 
We were hurried on, 
however, to som ething more wonderful 
all that afternoon. 
W ords are inadequate 
to describe it. I can only give a sort of 
outline. 
We saw the lovely falls of the 
Gibbon river, then crossed Canyon creek, 
stopping at Firebole valley. 
We rested 
here comfortably enough, though six of us 
ladies were p u t in one room to sleep. 
It 
was the men who growled because a like 
num ber were put in an adjoining chamber. 
The growler from 
Boston declared he 
w ould not sleep” with a m an,” but as he 
was traveling with some elderly school- 
m arm s it would be a rather even guess to 
9ay that he did. 
Near the hotel was a clear lim pid pool 
we visited. 
As I neared the brink, stoop­ 
ing over to peer down in its depths, a little 
frog tum bled in: instantly I plunged my 
hand in to scoop him oat. 
I succeeded, 
but m y hand was badly scalded, and the 
frog was dead long before I touched him . 
W e were up with the sun the next morn 
ing and off for the Upper Geyser Basin, 
stopping first at the Fountain Geyser and 
Paint Pot. a fine white mass of silicious 
clay wbicn boils and babbles like a huge 
pot of m ush. This pot is 40 by 60 feet, 
surrounded by num erous sm aller ones, of 
various tints and colors. 
Leaving this we 
hurried on to the Excelsior, the grandest, 
as we afterwards knew, of all geysers. We

should rem ain tiie inviolable and perm a­ 
nent possession of the town. 
Mr. Ruskin 
has a scornful contempt for superfieialties, 
and he cannot bring his mind down to 
legal hair-splitting. 
H e declined to read 
any further lawyer’s quibbles, and his in­ 
disposition left the m atter in abeyance. 
It 
is satisfactory, however, to know th at the 
settlem ent of the whole question will no 
longer be delayed, and that soon the new 
building will rise in all its fair propor­ 
tions. 
Mr. Ruskin has deputed the T rus­ 
tees to cut the Gordian knot by telling 
the lawyers to draw up a conveyance be­ 
tween the Mayor and the corporation of 
Sheffield aud the St. George's G uild. The 
pictures and objects, as well as the build­ 
ing, are to rem ain the property of the pub­ 
lic forever. 
The new museum will be a 
splendid memorial to its fo inder, and a 
perm anent embodiment of his ideas. May 
he long be spared to advise in all its coun­ 
sels and to direct its resources— Magazine 
of Ari for September.

ter. This geyser has not been in action for 
several years until the present time, and we 
were moat fortunate in witnessing an erup­ 
tion of the most stupendous geyser in the 
world. 
There 
was 
an 
im m ense vol­ 
um e of 
steam. 
As we looked down 
Into 
the 
crum bling 
depths, 
it 
was 
more 
terrible 
to me 
than 
when 
I 
stood on the crumblintr walls of Vesuvius 
and looked down in the crater, for it was 
far more dangerous—the broken walks 
overhanging thoee unknow n depths, the 
hollow rum blings, the hot 
sulphurous 
sm ell. 
A few mom ents only had we stood 
thus when a shout of “ run. run quickly!" 
from our guide, caused us to stand not on 
the order of going. 
We barely had time to 
reach a safe distance, when with an awful 
noise an incredible body of water shot up 
some 300 feet, carrying with it in its ter­ 
rible power a perfect shower of stones, 
some weighing perhaps 100 pounds, this 
lasting for several m inutes. The falling 
stones, the concussion of the water, the 
vibrating earth, make even the bravest 
keep at a safe distance. 
Nothing more im ­ 
pressive or awe-inspiring have I ever be­ 
held. The Firebole river rises six inches 
daring an eruption, which gives one an 
idea of 
the 
vast 
am ount 
of 
water 
which pours from this geyser, and caused 
us to think the river aptly named. 
After 
the eruption we had a better view of the 
aperture. 
It is about 250 feet in diameter, 
with walls thirty feet high on one side. 
The other slopes toward the river and a 
large volum e of water runs therein, spread­ 
ing over a broad surface, leaving deposits 
of marvelous beauty, strikingly vivid in 
coloring. Every shade is here, from the 
brightest scarlet to delicate rose tin ts ; yel- 
i lows, browns, vivid greens, wrought and 


blended into wonderful beauty. There are 
fljss-like m aterial vibrating 
with every 
pulsing of the waters, as frail as beautiful, 
a touch destroying it. 
At all times the side 
of the river next to the geyser is hot, the 
opposite side having pare cold water. The 
Prism atic Spring near by is, perhaps, the 
most beautiful known. 
The dimensions 
are about the same a3 the geyser. 
In the 
center the water is a deep blue, changing to 
green at the edge. 
Near the rim are the 
varied tints above describid, only intensi­ 
fied. 
I do not know why they call this 
H ell’s H alf Acre, for aside from ilie geyser 
anything more peaceful, more exquisitely 
lovely , could not be imagined. 
Leaving this place with regret, wc went 
on past m any places of lesser interest, and 
on arriving at the hotel at the Upper Gey­ 
ser Basin tarried only long enough to regis­ 
ter, then went only a short distance to the 
old faithful geyser. This, every sixty m in ­ 
utes, sends up a stream of boiling hot 
water 200 feet high. 
W e were here also in 
tim e to see it shoot its silvery spray far up 
in the air, falling a veritable shower of 
pearls earthward. w’!h the loveliest rain­ 
bows around if. 
We were fortunate in 
having a clear day : for two reeks it had 
rained every day, but there weie no Jonahs 
in our party. 
From here the entire band 
of geysers, all w ithin an area of half a 
mile, ruay be 3een and heard as they 
9ingly or 
in 
unison 
give their grand 
concerts with their steam ing trum pets, 
m um bling, m uttering or in loudest tones. 
W e saw here during the day some of the 
most noted geysers ia action but it would 
require volumes to describe them all. 
We 
wandered from one to another, too m uch 
engrossed to thick how time was flying, 
forgetting hunger and fatigue, till flight 
was upon us, and we were forced to leave. 
I cannot rem em ber a day more memorable 
in m y life. Yosemite and Niagara have left 
their impressions; Rome, Venice, Naples, 
Vesuvius and Pompeii, but none of Ihese 
are more impressive than are these scenes 
in “ W onderland" to-day. 
Dante could im agine hothing more deso­ 
late and awe-inspiring than is seen here in 
this basin. 
The clouds of steam hanging 
over it, w hite w raiths of vapor, ghost-like, 
floating between the tree tops, and the 
deep m uttering, as the earth gurgles as if 
in throes of agony, the air heavy with sul­ 
phurous vapors, while ever shooting up 
here and there is water, veiled in spray, 
glim m ering in the sunlight. 
No artist 
could ever paint, no Dore illustrate these 
marvelous fountains and N ature’s grand 
gorgeous coloring in this the stronghold of 
the wonderful. 
From the Lower Geyser basin we went to 
the Grand Canyon and Falls of the Yel­ 
lowstone. 
W e"drove33 miles, then, w ith­ 
out waiting for lunch, took saddle-horses, 
thus avoiding the crowd, and rode over a 
steep bridle-path for several miles along 
the canyon. The falls themselves, while 
they do not compare w ith Yosemite, still 
have a brightness and beauty of tbeir own, 
and viewed from the dizzy higlits above the 
lower falis are beautiful in the extreme. 
My horss meant business from the first, 
and if he was not of the kind that be­ 
longed to Balaam, did al! that was neces­ 
sary w ithout speaking. 
H e knew better 
than I every vantage point, and would de­ 
liberately w alk up to the very verge of the 
dizzy chasm, and square him self around 
for m e to wonder and admire. 
I was in 
m ortal 
terror 
at 
first, 
and 
had not 
m uch 
breath 
left 
for 
speaking 
purposes myself, for often a single misstep 
would have sent horse and rider down 
these awful depths, where the rushing, 
foamiug river dashed in agony and vain 
endeavor in its narrow channel, so far be­ 
low us that never a sound reached us on 
the tops of these peaks. A fter a time I 
trusted to Providence and Peter, letting 
him have his own way, watching with a 
feeliDg of envy, however, the eagles and 
fish-hawks sailing far below us, sure of 
themselves, feeding iheir young in the nests 
down on those beetling crags, were safe 
from all m arauders. 
If I find it impossible to describe the 
eruption of a geyser, how shall I attem pt 
to tell of this canyon?—of its vast pinna­ 
cles and sculptured rocks; of the depths, 
the stillness and solemn silence ot this 
yaw ning chasm . 
We had dism ounted, 
and clambered down a narrow trail out on 
the utterm ost verge of the point of rocks 
hanging directly over the river. It needs a 
sure foot, and m any Btrong men cannot 
endure to stand upon that dizzy bight. 
Once in a good position ar.d clinging to a 
portion of rock, one feels that it is worth 
risking a life only to stand for a m om ent 
and take one glance. The chasm in tints 
and coloring bright as the most brilliant 
painting, it is as though the most vivid col­ 
oring ot earth and sky had i'entered here; 
the tints of spring and gorgeous coloring 
of autum n, or that the banners of the 
m ost brilliant sunsets had been caught and 
im prisoned on those slopes. 
All combined 
and reproduced could not exceed the love­ 
liness of those downward steeps. 
W hat 
builders and artists in the dim ages of this 
old world labored here on tower and dome 
and Gothic arch ? 
W hat builders grouped 
and fashioned in such wondrous beauty or 
put the flames ot colors here and there? 
And down below all, the green thread of 
the soundless river. Silence seals up the 
past and hovers over the present, aud we 
could only wonder, marvel and adore. 
This, too, is another day never to be for­ 
gotten. 
One is led on and ou in this vast 
park, being in some sort of a way prepared 
for these two last days, to the great geysers, 
and lastly to this grand, solemn, gorgeous 
canyon, from the tum ult of yesterday to 
the air of gentle, all-pervading peace, bang­ 
ing over those peaks. 
N ature wooing one 
to repose such as approaches one’s idea of 
eternal rest. 
I think I could go there day 
after day and never tire, and som etime "

In a brief way I propose to out­ 
line the details of th e system as it has 
finally developed, relying for authorities 
entirely on the articles of the Constitution, 
with its amendments, and sections of the 
Revised Statutes scattered here and there 
W ith the increased num ber of members 
of the House of Representatives u - !er 
the census of 1380. the total num ber of 
Electors is 401. 
The Legislature of each 
State may direct in w hat m anner the 
Electors shall be chosen 
In 1824, in six 
States, they were chosen by the State 
Legislatures. Iu South Carolina they have 
generally been elected iu th at way. 
in 
1868 Florida pursued th a t tourse, and in 
1876 Colorado also. 
W hether elected by 
the people or otherwise, they are in ­ 
variably appointed iu each State ou the 
Tuesday next after the first Monday in 
November. 
T he number of Electors equal the num ­ 
ber of Senators and Representatives to 
which the several States are by law enti­ 
tled. 
They meet a t such place m each 
State, on the first W ednesday in Decem ­ 
ber, as the Legislature directs—usually 
the capital, though uot necessarily. 
In 
case of a vacancy, each State may provide 
for the filling. 
If the Electors fail to 
m ake a choice “ on the first day prescribed 
by law," the Electors may he appointed on 
a subsequent day in such a m anner as the 
Legislature of such State shall direct. 
September 25, 1804, an amendm ent to the 
Constitution was ratified requiring the 
Electors to ballot separately for President 
and V ice-President. 
Previous to that 
each Elector voted for two, the highest to 
be President, the next highest V ice-Pres­ 
ident. 
It was in this way th a t in the elec­ 
tion of 1800 Jefferson and B urr each re­ 
ceived 76 votes, throw ing it in the House, 
although no Republican E lector,in voting 
as they unwisely did, had auy thought of 
giving B urr the fir.-t place. 
T he Electors are required'to m akethtee 
certificates of all the votes given by them, 
one of which is conveyed by messenger to 
the scat of Government, and delivered 
before the first W ednesday in January to 
the President of the U nited States Senate; 
the second i- forwarded bv mail to the 
same officer, and the third is delivered to 
the Judge of that district in w hich the 
Electors assemble. On the second W ednes­ 
day ia February the two houses of Con­ 
gress in Joint Convention assemble, and 
the President of the Senate opens all cer­ 
tificates received and declares the result. 
If no person receives a m ajority of the 
whole number of Electors appointed, then 
from the person» having the highest num ­ 
ber, n t exceeding three on the list of 
those voted for as Pre-id -nt, the House of 
Representatives choo-es im m ediately by 
ballot the President. 
Twice only in the history of the country 
lias the choice fallen o:i this body—in 
1800, owing to a tie vote, as previously 
referred to, and in 1824 no candidate hav­ 
ing a m ajority of all the Electors ap­ 
pointed. 
In the rIou-3 Representatives 
do not v< te individually, the representa­ 
tion from each State having one vote, and 
a m ajority of all the States being neces­ 
sary to a choice. 
Thus, in the election first referred to, on 
the first ballot eight States voted for Jeffer­ 
son, six for B urr and the votes of two were 
divided. 
On the thirty-sixth ballot ten 
States voted for Jefferson, four for B urr 
and two in blank. 
In 1824 four candidates were before the 
jieople, and none of them receiving a ma­ 
jority of the 261 electoral votes, the House 
made a choice on the first ballot, thirteen 
States supporting Adams, seven -Jackson 
and 
four 
for W illiam 
H enry 
Craw­ 
ford, of Georgia. 
If the balloting con­ 
tinues w ithout result until the 4th day of 
M arch, the Vice-President acts as Presi­ 
dent, as in the case of the death or other 
constitutional disability of the President. 
T he person having the greatest num ber of 
votes as Vice-President becomes the Vice-

action of the Forty-ninth Congress,'.which 
abrogates th a t law and assigns the duties 
of th at office to the several members of the 
Cabinet in their order, until other pro­ 
vision is made. This A ct is most wise, for it 
keeps in power during the entire four 
years the party preferred by the people at 
the general election. 
W e have covered all the salient points 
of the electoral system, and exam ining it 
in ail its m ’nuti;»- and detail, with the im­ 
provements made from tim e to time, we 
feel satisfied it has bee >me almost a per­ 
fected process. 
Yet, w ith the progress of 
time there is little doubt but it will be 
deemed cumbersome, and a direct vote by 
the people, w ithout the interveution of 
Electors, is almost certain to occur.

Seven years ago the New West Educa­ 
tion (’cinmiFsfeo was organized. This so­ 
ciety, supported chiefiy by the Congrega­ 
tional churches of the United States, ha:, 
for its object the establishment of Chris­ 
tian schools in the Rocky mountain re. 
gions. Some of the first teachers commis­ 
sioned tvere from the college I was then 
attending. 
Hearing very much about the 
work undertaken by this society I became 
deeply interested. 
When my school days 
were ended, I applied for a position as 
teacher in one of the New West S'hooLsi 
and was sent with one other teacher to 
San Rafael, N. M. 
All are familiar with 
the 
WILD STORIES 
Of cowloy--, Mexicans and Indians, so it 
was with a feeling of anxiety and dread 
our friends wde us farewell. 
After leav­ 
ing Missouri (two days by rail brought us 
to Grants, i'>nr miles from our future 
home. 
The remainder of the way we rode 
lumber wagon. San Rafael lias a 
m 
beautiful site at the foot of a high mesa, in 
a little mountain valley. 
High hills and 
mountain peaks surround it on every side. 
aw 
Ml. Taylor, the highest mountain in 
Mexico, is on the northeast. 


T U B VALLEY 
Is 0,000 feet above the sea level. The cli­ 
mate, like that of the larger part of New 
Mexico, is dry and the air (.uro, invigorat­ 
ing and healthful. The suinm r.s are long, 
but on account of the high altitude, cool, 
and the winters are mild. 
On the north 
side of the valley is 
a 
lava stream 
from one-half to two miles broad in 
places. 
Its intense blackness and rugged 
exterior add much to the picturesque ap­ 
pearance of the valley, hut nothing to the 
comfort of those wiio have to cross it in 
wagons to Grants, the railroad station and 
postoffice for all that region. 
The crum­ 
bling adobe walls of

Gn the south side of the valley, give it 
historical interest.

make from skica of some of their own 
flock, tanned by themselves. When riding 
lor their cattle, or tending their sheep, 
* they usually carry a revolver and knife in 
a belt of cartridges, which gives them a 
very savage look. 


THE WOMEN, 
Except on feast days, are usually dressed 
very plainly in calico, and always, out of 
doors as well as in, wear 6hawla over their 
heads. They are often of the finest cash­ 
mere, with long, heavy silk fringe. 
Many 
pretty fa -es, with their olive complexion 
and fashing black eyes, peep from beneath 
their soft folds. The children wear littleel.se 
besides a scant slip and trudging about on 
wintry days with tneir little bare feet they 
present a pitiful sight. 
It is a mistaken 
idea among the people that children do 
not require much clothing, consequently 
when the solemn tones of the little chape! 
bell are heard it is oftenest for the de­ 
parted souls of one of these neglected little 
ones. 
THE CHIEF INDUSTRY 
Is sheep-raising. 
During the winter the 
men take their flocks away to the mount­ 
ains, but when spring comes they are 
brought back to feed in the valley. 
The 
shearing is done twice a year, in the spring 
and again in the fail. 
Many have little 
cabins in the part of the vallev where their 
sheep feed, and there-live with their fami­ 
lies in the summer. So, while during the 
winter the population of the town is from 
300 to 4; ,J inhabitants, the number in 
summer is reduced two-thirds. Even boys 
of 5 or 6 years old help tend the flocks. 
Han Rafael is the center of a large Jesuit 
mission. The people are adherents of the 
Roman Catholic belief. 
Many such ex­ 
amples of fidelity and devotion to the 
church, us “ Hcnora” in “ Ramona,” are 
met with here. Their confidence in being 
kept from harm aod danger is placed in 
their images of the Holy Maty and tiieir 
patron saints. They oha rve 
NO HOLIDAYS IÍUT SAINTS' DAY, 
Which they celebrate with riding, rac­ 
ing and feasting. These are an intelli­ 
gent class of people, hut very indolent 
and without ambition. They are hospita­ 
ble to a fault. They are not fond of roam­ 
ing and seldom go from home except with 
their sheep. 
Beyond the village, on the slope of a hill, 
is the poor, little, desolate graveyard. The 
adobe wall that incloses it is broken down 
in many places. The sage-brush conceda 
the mounds. Here and there a wooden 
cress, or the remains of one, still stands to 
mark the spot of the last resting-place of 
some one who perhaps was born, lived and 
died in tiiis same iitt'e village. 
And still 
hither are laid at last many whoo, though 
they have lived to a ripe old age, knew al­ 
most nothing of the great world that lies 
beyond the mountains surrounding their 
own little valley.

and irrigating the few gardens and small 
wheat and corn fields. 
At any time in the 
day there can be seen women and children 
carrying water from the asequea or wash- 
iug beside it. 
The cattle and horses drink 
here, ducks swim on it and pigs wallow in 
it. 
When entering the valley the road 
winds along the foot of the hills and noth­ 
ing can be seeaof the town until suddenly, 
coming around an arm of the mountain 
that stretches down into the valley, about 
a mile ahead, is seen the quaint town of 
about 100 adobe houses. They cannot be 
seeu distinctly at first, as they are the 
same color as the surrounding bare brown 
ground. Home one has described such a 
village as looking “ like a fleet of mud- 
boats moored to the mountain.” 


t h e h o u s e s 
Are in an irregular row, some rising higher 
than others, as they happen to be built on 
higher ground or on the slopes of the hills. 
There are no yards, no green grasses, and 
this brown, bare, desolate-looking picture 
is relieved only by the cottonwood trees 
and little willows that grow beside the 
asequea, or water-diteh. 
A t the farther 
end of the village is a two-story house 
with a tin roof, a pleasant contrast to the 
ther square, one-storv houses with flat 
mud roofs. 
It was built by a Jesuit priest, 
for whom the town was named, and is true 
Mexican style, broad corridors, placita, 
and large, airy rooms. 
At the side or be­ 
hind nearly all the houses, are corrals, in- 
cio.-ed by adobe walls like, and often as 
h'gh as the houses, or by rough pine posts 
.et close together. One must be pretty 
well acquainted to be able to find any par­ 
ticular house. They are all nearly the 
same shape, color and size. 


H E R E AND THERE 
Is a door painted green, and there are 
some with windows instead of square holes 
in the walls, covered with muslin, to ad­ 
m it the light. 
Then, other houses can be 
distinguished by their dilapidated condi­ 
tion. 
Yet, to an uncarefnl observer, they 
look very much alike. In the fall of the year 
the pueblo presents another picture. 
It lias 
the appearance of large hay ricks and corn- 
cribs, for the tops of the houses are used 
for storing feed for winter use. 
They are 
also favorite resorts 
for chickens and 
small boys. 
T H E INTERIORS 
Of the houses are also very similar. 
A 
broad hall or corridor through the center, 
with two rooms opening off from it or, 
each side, is the general plan. The doors j 
arc low and the windows, when there arc 
any, small. The walls arc kept spotless 
white by being whitewa®hed often. 
Home 
can boast of board floors but many have 
but 
clay. 
In 
the corner of nearly 
every room is a “logon’ or fireplace, 
in which the logs are set oil end tc burn. 
The nianlle-piece holds a crucifix and a 
lamp or candle. The walls are huug with 
gaudy picture» of the saints, wooden 
images and looking-glasses, of which there 
are sometimes as many as six in one room. 
Usually there is not much furniture be­ 
sides the beds and a few chairs, and per­ 
haps a table. The floors are covered with 
skins of goats, sheep and wild animals. 
The broad, cool corridors or halls are the 
sitting-rooms in the Eummer, while the 
swallows flit in and out and build their 
nests and raise their young ir. the large, 
unhewn rafters. 
DURING THE WINTER 
Gay “ bailes” or balls, much loved among 
the Mexican people, are held in these 
same corridors. 
A platform is erected at 
one end for the musicians, and the specta­ 
tors sit and stand around the sides of the 
wall, yet leaving plenty of room for at least 
sixteen persons to dance at the same 
time. 
Much 
of the household work 
is done 
in 
an 
inclosure at the back 
of the house. Some have stoves, but most 
of the cooking is done over the fire-places 
and in oval mud ovens outdoors Although 
tables are used by some, many sit on the 
ground or floor to eat. 
Meat, chili, fri­ 
joles and tortillas are the principal articles 
of diet. 
In summer, when fresh meat can­ 
not be kept, it ie cut up into long, thir, 
strips, and hung together with the chill 
or red pepjiers outride on the sides of the 
houses, forming pretty festoons. 
When 
the 
meat 
is 
thoroughly 
dry 
it 
is pounded to shreds in a sheep’s skin 
before cooking. 
Mutton is eaten more 
than beef. 
The flour from some city mills 
is used, yet often, instead, they prepare 
their own wheat and 
GRIND IT BY HAND 
Between two stones. 
The wheat, tramped 
out by horses, is first winnowed by being 
thrown up by the shovelful, again and 
agaiD, that the wind tusy blow the chaff 
away.

LETTER FROM A NEWLY FOUND 
AND INTERESTING ACADIA. 


P a sto r ía ! L ife o f a S im p le P e o p le , 
a n d T h e ir C u r io u s C u sto m s 
a n d S u p e r s titio n s . 


To C ook P e a s F r e n c h F a sh io n .—Melt 
one-quarter pound of butter in a saucepan ; 
then add one and a half pints of young 
peas, pepper and salt to taste, a couple of 
small onions whole, a small bunch of 
¡ a slcy and half a head of lot tuce tied up 
together, with a pinch of sugar. Toss cn 
a stow fire till the peas are cooked, then 
remove the parsley, lettuce and onions, and 
serve with a finely minced parsley mixed 
in the peas. 
S t u f f e d Egg P la n t .—Cut off the stalk 
end nicely, sufficiently large to admit a 
tablespoon. 
Remove the inside and boil 
it for fifteen minutes with a tal.lespoonful 
of water and an onion. Then chop both 
fine and mix with half a cup of tread 
crumbs and a little minced parsley, sea­ 
soning with salt and pepper; add a little 
butter and put the filling in the empty 
shell. 
Put a teaspoonful of buttc-r or drip­ 
pings in a small pan ; place the egg plant 
in it, the open end on the pan aad hake 
half an hour in a good oven. 
A S p a n ish F ish D ish .— It is better in 
this weather to freshen the salted codtreh 
by putting it on (early in the morning) in 
cold water to boil, changing the water two 
or three times as it reaches the boiling 
point. 
Lay it aside when tender. Slice a 
couple of onions, fry them in dripping o r . 
salad oil till brown, add a pint of cooked I 
tomato and the pickled-up fi=h ; shake the ! 
saucepan occasionally and cook for two 
hours slowly. 
This is a good fish for 
either wash-day or irouing-day, when the 
fire is kept all day. 
F o r a D e lic io u s Lam b P ie .— Take- 
some cutlets from the upper portion of a 
leg of lamb and cut them into pieces about 
three inches long and wide; season slightly 
with salt and pepper. 
Let them stew in 
a little water for half an hour. 
In the 
meantime prepare a delicate paste, allow­ 
ing a pound of butter to a pound of flour, 
adding enough water gradually to make a 
dough; when in readiness the upper crust 
should be the thickest. 
Put in the stewed 
lamb with its gravy, intersperse some 
blades of mace, ad 1 a few sliced potatoes 
and boiled tu rn ip , cover the meat lightly 
with some chopped boiled celery and 
pieces of butter, or for the celery boiled 
cauliflower may be substituted, seasoned 
with nutmeg.

— Pare 
and slice cucumbers very thin, sprinkle 
with a little salt and steep in vinegar for 
half an hour. 
Drain and dry them with a 
piece of clean cheese cloth. 
Flour the 
slices well, put a tablespoonful of butter 
into a bright, tin saucepan, and when it 
begins to boil throw in the cucumbers and 
shake them over a gentle fire for ten min­ 
utes, but do not let them brown; pour 
over them as much pale veal stock or cold 
gravy as will nearly cover them; -when it 
boils strain off the fat entirely, add 6a.lt 
and white pepper, a teaspoonful of finely 
minced parsley, and thicken with the yokes 
of two or three eggs. 
G r e e n P ea Scup.—Wash clear, three 
quarts of green peapods and put them into 
three quartaof boiling water,salted lightly. 
Boil from twenty to thirty minutes, and 
then turn into a colander aDd press them 
well with a wooden spoon. Put two quarts 
of liquor into a deep saucepan, and when 
it boils add a quart of green peas, two or 
three large cucumbers, sliced, two heads of 
lettuce cut fine, and one large onion sliced 
very thin and simmered for half an hour 
with a teaspoonful of butter before adding 
to the soup. 
A few sprigs of parsley may 
be added. Stew all gently for an hour. 
Then press all the vegetables through a 
hair sieve, season with ateaspocuful of salt 
and white pepper to taste, heat afresh and 
serve with cubes of fried bread.

B r it is h H o n d u ra s, August 15,1888. 
Seventy miles southward from the colony 
of Belize, but within the limits of British 
Honduras, is a beautiful 
and almost 
unknown region — as different from the 
negro settlement as can well be imagined. 
Though hardly more than a week’s journey 
from New York by steamer—were there ¡9 
a eonvenie.it port at which to laud—it ¡8 
doubtfulJf half a dozen of my country men 
have ever seen or heard of the place. 
The chief city, Santo Toribiro, contains 
about two thousand inhabitants, degenerate 
descendants of the war-iike Mayas—who 
lead a lazy life of pastoria! simplicity. 
All the country round about lies more 
than 2,000 feet above the level of the 
near-by Gulf of Honduras, with lovely 
park-like scenery, and grassy Lili-, ranged 
by countless flocks and herds. Centuries 
ago it was the site of a powerful empire. 
To-day every hillock has its legend, and 
out of the ground, in many places, rise 
massive stone walls, mementoes of bygone 
splendor. 
Neither the British Government, nor 
that of Guatemala, it., nearest neighbor, 
attempt to interfere with the local regula­ 
tions of this district, it being regarded as 
an unimportant Indian territory, aud the 
natives are allowed their own sweet will in 
matters concerning themselves. To their 
dit bo it said that crime is almost un­ 
known among them and while none are 
rich, from out standpoint, there ha-, never 
been a p:.i>¡¡ cr in the community. 
Besides looking aft.-r the sheep and 
cattle, and cultivating just enough of li.;; 
rich soil to supply their actual needs—the 
business of life in this Acadia appears to 
consist in keeping one’s self atol and 
thoroughly rested. The prime necessities, 
such as garlic and chili-peppcr, grow wild 
on every hand; fruits of various kinds are 
abundant; the streams are filled with fish, 
and there i t sea-food within easy reach; 
wherefore, then, should not those thus 
favored by the gods imitate Solomon’s 
lilie3, which " toil cot, neither do they 
spin?” 
Unlike nu -t dwellers in the tropics, 
these simple folk have not even a pen­ 
chant for intoxicants, and none of any 
sort are made or drank in the country, the 
nly beverages being native coffee, cocoa- 
nut juice, goats’ milk, and the clear, cold 
water that bubbles up from innumerable 
springs. 
In Santo Toribiro, election day is cele­ 
brated with as much 1’uss and feathers as 
it used to be in ancient times, before Euro­ 
peans disturbed their ancestors—or as it is 
now in the North during Presidential 
campaigns. 
Spanish chroniclers tell us 
that in the old days its was customary for 
those going out of office to give a banquet 
to their successors; and still a feast is 
spred on these momentous occasions by the 
retiring Alcalde and his assistants. 1 here 
being no woman’s-righters nor stroug- 
raiudcd females here, the men only take 
part ;n the gastronomic portion of the 
political celebration, and are even served 
at table by boys; though doubtless the 
cooking is done by the dinnerless mothers 
and daughters, wives and sweethearts. 
An American gentleman residing 
in 
Belize, who attended one of these official 
spreads, has told me all about it. 
It was 
held in a large arbor, erected for the pur­ 
pose, of wild cane stalks, thatched with 
straw. 
As usual, the men retained their 
hats, and smoked incessantly between and 
during every ourse. Tortillas were con­ 
* inn ally sent in, hot from the griddle— 
mule by wo 
;1 secreted in a hut some­ 
where in the rear-—and piled in a steam­ 
ing heap in front of the Alcalde, who dis­ 
tributed them around with an easy and 
graceful shuttle, something as an expert 
player deals his cards. 
Now and then 
fresh water was passed in mugs, it being 
the fashion for each to fill his mouth, 
draw it noisily to aud fro between his 
teeth, and then eject it upon the floor. 
The menu, as nearly as it can Le rendered 
in English, was as follows: 
Cigarettoes. 
Caldo (broth), with garlic, chili aad cig .rettoes. 
Sopa, btewed in grease and garnished with chili. 
Cig ire Hoc 6. 
Puchara, stuff of every description fish, flesh 
fowl, seeds, pod®,. reen fruit, roots and 
vegetables, ail boiled together 
aud served on huge plates 
with chi.i sauce. 
Cigarettoes. 
Chicken, slewed wi-h grease and chili 
Ulgiiielt.KS. 
Kid’.i head, bak !, with g :rin- 
Cigar ttoes. 
Red beaus, stewed in oil. 
Cigarettoes. 
üweetme its and coffee, with cigarettoes. 
Tortillas all the time. 
In the evening after these official ban­ 
quets the real fun begins. The urbor is 
cleared of tables and turned into a fiane- 
ing-hail, and then the women and girls ap­ 
pear. They dress in loose garments of 
white cotton, with scarfs of crimson or yel­ 
low thrown lightly over their naked shoul­ 
ders, their necklace, bracelet, brooches, 
ear-drofxi, fmger-rings and diadems of na­ 
tive gold, beiug so numerous as to look 
burdensome. 
Bulk seems to be their idea 
of elegance, and each wears several skirts, 
starched stifl -as shingles. As a race they 
are not particularly good-looking, having 
more of fndian than Spanish blood, being 
short in 
tature and inclined to oily em­ 
bonpoint. 
The murical instruments used by these 
people, both for festive and religious occa­ 
sions, are celled marimbas. 
They are in­ 
geniously contrived of wood and oxhide, 
and are played upon as a dulcimer. The 
tones they give out are more plaintive 
than melodious, and though apparently 
not loud, are of that penetrating quality 
that may be heard a long distance. 
The etiquette of Santo Toribiro ball­ 
rooms is peculiar. The ladies sit around 
the room, their multiplicity of stiff skirts 
making them look like so many Dutch 
cheeses; while the men remain outside in 
groups until the dancing is about to begin. 
When the first strains of the marimba— 
mournful and despairing as the wail of a 
loet soul—announces the opening of the 
ball, one of the sandaled and hatted gen­ 
tlemen advances to the middle of the floor, 
on the way thereto carelessly nodding to 
the charmer of his choice ; and she leaves 
her seat and goes to face him, standing a 
few paces distant. Then they perform a 
rapid zopetero, scarcely moving the body, 
though their feet are flying like mad—for 
all the world like a pair of jumping-jacks, 
executing all manner of pigeon-wings, 
jigs 
and 
double-shuffies. 
Occasionally 
they cross over 
and 
change places, 
but never touch 
hands; and though 
the man may stare 
never so hard 
at his 
partner, 
it 
would be con­ 
sidered indecorous in her to so much 
as glance at him. 
When she gets enough 
of dancing she returns to her seat without 
so much as an adios to the gallant, while 
he, without stopping for a moment in the 
everlasting jig, nods to another lady to 
come and play Joan to his Darby. 
He is 
expected to keep on, without an instant’s 
pause, until the music ceases, and often it 
is continued a long time, as a test to the 
young man’s endurance. 
W’hen he at last 
gives in another takes his place, anil thus 
the ball is carried on till daylight, all 
conducting themselves with the utnx*t 
decorum. 
It was in British Honduras that I first 
attended a velona, or the ceremony of 
i watching with a corpse. The family home 
.insisted of a single long and narrow 


apartment, rounded at each end, with 
earthen floor, and roof thatched with 
guano leaves. 
From the cross-poles hung 
a few hammocks, and in the middle of the 
room upon a rude bier made of two boards 
upheld by casks, lay the dead woman, with 
a wee infant clasped in her arms. 
The 
face of the mother, who could not have- 
been more than 14 years old, was calm and 
peaceful, but that of the baby was strange! v 
distorted, as if terrified by its brief look 
on life. 
Fresh flowers were scattered upon 
the scarlet blanket that partially covered 
the still figures ; lighted candles stood at 
the head and feet, and 
near by sat 
the sisters and parents of the dead 
woman, silent and sad. 
Inquiring why 
the husband and father was not among 
the 
mourners, 
I 
was 
carelessly 
informed, as though it were nothing to 
cause remark, that la prohracrta (the poor, 
dear girl) had never been wedded—and a® 
for the father—quien sabe? 
A great crowd occupied the house of 
mourning, laughing and jesting a- though 
the occasion were one of rejoicing rather 
than sorrow. Many were playing cards; 
outride, under a pomegranate free, refresh­ 
ments were spread, and music, and uproar 
resounded in startling incongruity with 
the dread mystery of death. 
The ceremony of E l Velorio is always 
observed when there is a death in the fam­ 
ily, and is intended to keep up the spirits 
of the_relatives and prevent tiieir thoughts 
front dwelling on the sad side of the occa­ 
sion. 
We are told that considerable dif­ 
ference is made between the velorio of a 
grown person and that of a child, because 
the latter, being comparatively without 
sin, is sure to go straight to eternal hap­ 
piness, and therefore its demise is properly 
a subject of rejoicing. 
W ith adults it is 
not so certain where the soul may have 
been sent to do penance for the deeds of 
the body, and so at their velorio there is 
less merriment and more card-playing, the 
object being merely to amuse the mourn­ 
ers—since the dead are indifferent alike to 
smiles or tears. 
W ith these simple-minded folk death is 
looked upon without fear or terror, as one 
of the common accidents of life. 
With a 
laugh upon his lips, the Indian lies down 
to die, remarking cheerfully, rey a ile-'un- 
sa®, “ I am going to rest.”

When the boy wants to get married, lie tells 
his mother rll about it. 
She talks with 
the father, and if both art- willing to accept 
the girl as their daughter they repair to 
the house of her parents, taking with them 
a ehiquihuiic of fowls, fruit, bread, ears of 
dried corn, and rirings of peppers. They 
organizo a sort of procession, composed of 
their relatives and friends, headed by a 
band of music, thus publieaily proclaiming 
their intention. 
It is good form for the girl’s mother to 
politely refuse the first request until she 
has had time to consult the maiden as to 
her wishes in the matter, and to find out 
what her own friends may think of it.

TheG ¡Iroy Qazetit notes that a destruct i ve 
peet to the olive is likely to make its ap­ 
pearance this snil during next month.

is a specie of the fly with hard-shell wings 
(genius anihomgsia). 
Its depredations are 
made by borimg in the very heart of the 
tree, thus eapping and checking the vital­ 
ity of it. Spraying the tree with a mixture 
of concentrated lye in proportion of three 
pounds to fifty gallons of water, in which 
has been dissolved one and one-half ounces 
of blue stone,will kill off the insert without 
doing damage to the tree or fruit. S. W. 
Kilpatrick has kindly furnished us this in­ 
formation. 
In reference to the use of 
arsenical remedies to kill the insects. Mr. 
Kilpatrick thinks they should be very 
sparingly if ever used, for the reason that 
the poison might possibly be retained upon 
the fruit and makes its consumption dan­ 
gerous and unhealthy. 


A N ew P ru n e, 
The Champion prune was originated by 
the late Jesse Bullock, of Oswego, Or", 
from the seed of the Italian prune. 
It was 
given the above name by the Oregon 
Horticultural Society. 
The fruit ripens 
three or four weeks before the Italian, 
which would make it valuable, yet it 
possesses merit in quantity and size, it be­ 
ing large and round, of a reddish-purple 
bloom. 
The flesh is very firm and of a 
sweet, vinous flavor, ar.d parts from the 
stone freely. 
The tree is a good grower, 
and an abundant, early bearer. It should 
have a place in every orchard.— Register.

ISpeclal Correspondence of the Recori>-Csion I 
Seven years ago the New West Ednca- 
tion Lcjnraission was organized. 
This so­ 
ciety, supported chiefly by the Congrega­ 
tional church»*-, of the United States, ha:. 
for its object the establishment of Chris­ 
tian schools in the Rocky mountain re. 
gions. 
Some of the first teachers commis­ 
sioned were frota the college I waa then 
attending. 
Hearing very much about the 
work undertaken by tins society I became 
deeply intere.sted. 
When my school days 
were ended, I applied for a position ae 
teacher in one of the New W est schools» 
and was sent with one other teacher to 
San Rafael, N . M. 
All are familiar with 
the 
W ILD STORIEB 
Of cowboys, Mexicans and Indians, so it 
was with a feeling of anxiety and dread 
our friends *ide us farewell. 
After leav­ 
ing M issouri'it wo days by rail brought us 
to Grants, iV.tr miles from our future 
home. 
The remainder of the way we rod 
m a lumber wagon. 
San Rafael has a 
beautiful site at the foot of a high tnesa, in 
a little mountain valley. 
High hills and 
mountain peaks surround it on every side. 
Mt. Taylor, the highest mountain in New 
Mexico, is on the northeast. 


THIS VALLKY 
Is G,000 feet above the sea levei. 
The cli­ 
mate, like that of the larger part of New 
Mexico, is dry and the air pure, invig rat­ 
ing and healthful. 
The suinm rs are long, 
but on account of the high altitude, cool, 
and the winters are mild. 
On the north 
side of the valley 
is 
a 
lava stream 
from one-half to 
two miles broad in 
places. 
Its intense blackness and rugged 
exterior add much to the picturesque ap­ 
pearance of the valley, hut nothing to the 
comfort of those who have to cross it in 
wagons to Grants, the railroad station and 
postoffice for all that region. 
The crum­ 
bling adobe walls of 


OLD FORT WINGATE, 
(On the south side of the valley, give it 
historical interest. 
This valley is also 
blessed with a beautiful spring of clear 
pure 
water, 
which 
is 
carried 
by 
a 
ditch 
through 
the 
town, 
supply­ 
ing 
the 
water 
for 
all 
the 
pueblo 
and irrigating the few gardens and small 
wheat and corn fields. 
At any time in the 
day there can be seen women and children 
carrying water from the asequea or wash­ 
ing beside it. 
The cattle and horses drink 
here, ducks swim ou it and pigs wallow in 
it. 
When entering the valley the road 
winds along the foot of the hills and noth­ 
ing can be seonof the town until suddenly, 
coming around an arm of the mountain 
that stretches down into the valley, about 
a ruile ahead, is seen the quaint town of 
about 100 adobe houses. 
They cannot be 
seeu distinctly at first, as they are the 
same color as the surrounding bare brown 
ground. 
Some one has described such a 
village as looking 
like a fleet of mud- 
boats moored to the mountain.” 


THE HOUSES 
Are in an irregular row, some rising higher 
than others, as they happen to be built on 
higher ground or on the slopes of the hills. 
There are no yards, no green grasses, and 
this brown, bare, desolatc-looking picture 
is relieved only by the cottonwood trees 
and little willows that grow beside the 
asequea, or water-ditch. 
At the farther 
end of the village is a two-story house 
with a tin roof, a pleasant contrast to the 
other square, one-story houses with flat 
mud roofs. 
It was buiit by a Jesuit priest, 
for whom the town was named, and is true 
Mexican style, broad corridors, placita, 
and large, airy rooms. 
A t the side or be­ 
hind nearly all the houses, are corrals, in­ 
closed by adobe walls like, and often as 
h ‘gh as the houses, or by rough pine posts 
get close together. One must be pretty 
well acquainted to be able to find any par­ 
ticular house. 
They are all nearly the 
fame shape, color and size. 
HERE AND THERI 
Is a door painted green, and there are 
some with windows instead of square holes 
in the walls, covered with muslin, to ad­ 
m it the light. 
Then, other houses can be 
distinguished by their dilapidated condi­ 
tion. 
Yet, to an uncareful observer, they 
look very much alike. In the fall of the year 
thepueblo presents another picture. 
Ithas 
the appearance of iarge hay ricks and corn- 
eribs, for the tops of the houses are used 
for storing feed, for winter use. 
They are 
also favorite resorts 
for chickens and 
small boys. 
THE INTERIORS 
Of the houses are also very similar. 
A 
broad hall or corridor through the center, 
with two rooms opening off from it on 
each side, is tiie general plan. 
The door-, 
arc low and the windows, when there ar\ 
any, small. 
The walls are kept spotless 
white by being whitewashed often. 
Some 
can boast of board floors but many have 
but 
day. 
In 
the 
corner 
of nearly 
every room is a ‘‘logon" or 
fireplace, 
in which the logs are set on end to burn. 
The inantle-piece holds a crucifix and a 
lamp or candle. 
The walls are hung with 
gaudy picture* of 
the 
saints, wooden 
images and looking-glasses, of which there 
are sometimes as many as six in one room. 
Usually there is not much furniture be­ 
sides the beds and a few chairs, and per­ 
haps a table. 
The floors are covered with 
skins ol goats, sheep and wild animals. 
The broad, cool corridors or halls are the 
sitting-rooms in the summer, while the 
swallows flit in and out and build their 
nests and raise their young in the large, 
unhewn rafters. 


DURING THE WINTER 
Gav “ bailes” or balls, much loved auior.g 
the Mexican people, are held in these 
same corridors. 
A platform is erected at 
one end for the musicians, and the specta­ 
tors sit and stand around the sides of the 
wall, yet leaving plenty of room for at least 
sixteen persons to dance at the same 
time. 
Much 
of the household work 
is 
done 
in 
an 
inclosure at the hack 
of the house. 
Some have stoves, bnt most 
of the cooking is done over the fire-places 
and in oval mud ovens outdoors Although 
tables are used by some, many sit on the 
ground or floor to eat. 
Meat, chili, fri­ 
joles and tortillas are the principal articles 
of diet. 
In summer, when fresh meat can­ 
not be kept, it ie cut up into long, thir. 
strips, and hung together with the chili 
or red peppers outside on the sides of the 
houses, forming pretty festoons. 
When 
the 
meat 
is 
thoroughly 
dry 
it 
is pounded to shreds in a "sheep’s* skin 
before oojking. 
Mutton is eaten more 
than beef. 
The flour from some city mills 
is used, yet often, instead, they prepare 
their own wheat and 


GRIND IT BV HAND 
Between two stones. 
The wheat, uatnped 
ou t by horses, is first winnowed by being 
thrown up by the shovelful, again and 
again, that the wind mev blow the chaff 
away. 
Then baskets full of the wheat are 
held just beneath the surface of the water 
o f 
the 
asequea, 
and 
stirred 
and 
turned, 
that 
the 
water 
may 
wash 
away 
the 
rest 
of 
ffcc" 
chaff. 
The Mexican people are slow' te adopt 
American ways, but do nearly everything 
after the fashien of Spain two cetWuries 
ago. 
Their style of dress changes' but 
little from year to year. 
The men wsgr 
broad sombreros, blouse shirts and over1- , 
jüls. 
Their shoes are often of their own i 


tie 


make from skins of some of their own 
flock, tanned by themselves. W hen riding 
for their cattle, or tending their sheep, 
they usually carry a revolver and knifa in 
a belt of cartridges, which gives them a 
very savage look. 


TH E WCMEN, 
Except on feast days, axe usually dressed 
very plainly in calico, and always, out of 
doors as well as in, wear 6hawls 07er their 
heads. 
They are often of the finest cash­ 
mere, with long, heavy silk fringe. 
Many 
pretty faces, with their olive complexion 
and t adiing black eyes, peep from beneath 
their soft folds. The children wear little else 
be-ides a scant slip and trudging about on 
wintry days with their little care feet they 
present a pitiful sight. 
It is a mistaken 
idea among the people that children do 
not require much clothing, consequently 
when the solemn tenes of the little chape! 
bell are heard it is ofteneet for the de­ 
parted souls of one of these neglected little 
ones. 
THE CHIEF INDUSTRY 
Is sheep-raising. 
During the winter the 
men take their flocks away to the mount­ 
ains, but when spring comes they are 
brought back to feed in the valley. 
The 
shearing is don-- twice a year, in the spring 
and again in the fall. 
Many have little 
cabins in the part of the vaiiev where their 
sheep feed, and there-live with their fami­ 
lies in the summer. 
So, while during the 
winter the population of the town ie from 
300 to 400 inhabitants, the number in 
summer is reduced two-thirds. 
Even boys 
of 5 or f> years old help tend the flocks. 
San Kamel is the center of a large Jesuit 
mission. 
The people are adherents of the 
Roman Catholic belief. 
Mauy such ex­ 
amples of fidelity and devotion to the 
church, as “ Señora” in “ Ramona,” are 
met with here. 
Their confidence in being 
kept from harm and danger is placed in 
their images of the Holy Mary and their 
patron saints. 
They observe 
NO HOLIDAYS BUT SAINTS* DAY, 
Which they celebrate with riding, rar­ 
ing and feasting. 
These are an intelli­ 
gent class of people, but very indolent 
and without ambition. 
1 hoy are hospita­ 
ble to a fault. 
They are not fond of roam­ 
ing and seldom go frost homo except with 
their sheep. 
Beyond the village, on the elope of a hill, 
is the poor, little, desolate graveyard. The 
adobe wall that incloses it is broken down 
in many places.

most nothing of the great world that lies 
beyond the mountains surrounding their 
own little valley.

To Cook P eas F rench F a sh io n.—Mel: 
one-quarter pound of butter in a saucepan ; 
then add one and a haif pints of young 
peas, pepper and salt to taste, a couple of 
small onions whole, a sir,ail hunch of 
¡ a slcy and half a head of lettuce tied up 
together, with a pinch of sugar. 
Toss cn 
a slow fire till the peas are cooked, then 
remove the parsley, lettuce and onions, and 
serve with a finely minced parsley mixed 
in the peas. 
St u f f e d Egg P l a n t.— Cut off the stalk 
end nicely, sufficiently large to adm it a 
tablespoon. 
Rem ove the inside and boil 
it for fifteeu m inutes with a tablespoonful 
of water and an onion. 
Then chop both 
fine and m ix with half a cup of tread 
crumbs an<l a little m inced parsley, sea­ 
soning w ith salt and pepper; add a little 
butter and put the filling in th e empty 
shell. 
Put a teaspoonful of buttc-r or drip­ 
pings in p. small pan ; place the egg plant 
in it, the open end on the pan and bake 
h alf an hour in a good oven. 
A S pa n ish F ish D isii.— It is belter in 
this weather to freshen the suited codfish 
by putting it on (early in the morning) in 
cold water to boil, changing the water two 
or three times r.s it reaches the boiling 
point. 
Lay it aside when tender. 
Slice a 
couple of onions, fry them in dripping or 
salad oil till brown, add a pint of cooked 
tomato and the pick!ed-up fi=h ; shake the 
saucepan occasionally and cook for two 
houra slowly. 
This is a good fish for 
either wasli-day or ironing-duy, when the 
fire is kept all day. 


F op. a D elicious L amb P ie .—Take 
some cutlets from the upper portion of a 
leg of lamb and cut them into pieces about 
three inches long and w ide; season slightly 
with salt and pepper. 
Let them stew in 
a little water for half an hour. 
In the 
meantime prepare a delicate paste, allow­ 
ing a pound of butter to a pound of ftour, 
adding enough water gradually to make a 
dough; when in readim si the upper crust 
should be the thickest. 
Put in the stewed 
lamb with its gravy, intersperse some 
blades of mace, add a few slued potatoes 
and boiled turnips, never the meat lightly 
with some chopped boiled celery and 
pieces of butter, or for the celery boiled 
cauliflower may be substituted, seasoned 
with nutmeg. 
SnouLDEr. of L am e a 
la Bo u la n- 
gere.—Take all the bone out of a shoul­ 
der of a lamb, pound the meat a little and 
season it with salt and pepper. 
Then 
cover it with a light masking o; finely 
chopped shallots and mushrooms. 
Roast 
it in a deep pudding dish, and when about 
half done lav potatoes cut in quarters in 
the dish around the lamb, and, if lined, 
some chopped onion. 
Roast slowly till 
don<-. 
Remove the brings which tied the 
shoulder together, allowing it to take its 
original shape, and send to the table in the 
dish it was cooked in. 
Sprinkle some 
chopped parsley over the potatoes.

P o u l e t t e . — Pare 
and slice cucumbers very thin, sprinkle 
with a littie salt and steep in vinegar for 
half an hour. 
Drain and drv them with a 
piece of clean cheese cloth. 
Flour the 
slices well, put a tablespoonful of butter 
into a bright, tin saucepan, and when it 
begius to boil throw in the cucumbers and 
shake them over a gentle fire for ten min­ 
utes, but do not let them brown; pour 
over them as mnch pale veal stock or cold 
gravy as will nearly cover them ; when it 
boils strain off the fat entirely, add salt 
and white pepper, a teaapoonful of finely 
minced parsley, and thicken with the yokes 
of two or three eggs. 
G reen P ea Scup.—W ash clean three 
quarts of green peapods and put them into 
three quartaof boiling water,salted lightly. 
Boil from twenty to thirty minutes, and 
then turn into a colander and press them 
well with a wooden spoon. Put two quarts 
of liquor into a deep saucepan, and when 
it boils add a quart of green peas, two or 
three large cucumbers, sliced, two heads of 
lettuce cut fine, and one large onion sliced 
very thin and simmered for half an hour 
with a teaspoonful of butter before adding 
to the soup. 
A few sprigs of parsley may 
be added. 
Stew all gently for an hour. 
Then press all the vegetables through a 
hair sieve, season with ateaspoenful of salt 
and white pepper to taste, heat afresh and 
serve with cubes of fried bread.

Br it ish H onduras, August 15,1888. 
Seventy miles southward from the colony 
of Belize, but within the limits of British 
Honduras, is a 
beautiful 
and 
almost 
unknown region — as different from the 
negro settlement as can well be imagined. 
Though hardly more than a week’s journey 
from New York by steamer—were there is 
a eonvenie.it port at which to land—it is 
doubtful if half a dozen of my country men 
have ever seen or heard of the place. 
The chief city, f-anto Toribiro, contains 
about two thousand inhabitants, degenerate 
descendants of the war-like Mayas—who 
lead a lazy life of pastorial simplicity. 
All the country round about lies more 
than 2,000 feet aliove the level of the 
near-by Gulf ol Honduras, with lovely 
park-like scenery, and grassy hill-, ranged 
by countless flocks and herds. 
Centuries 
ago it was the site of a powerful empire. 
To-day every hillock has its legend, and 
out of the ground, in many places, rise 
massive stone walls, mementoes of bygone 


Government, nor 
nearest neighbor, 


splendor. 
Neither the British 
that of Guatemala, its 
attempt to interfere with ihe local regula­ 
tions of this district, it being regarded as 
an unimportant Indian territory, and the 
natives are allowed their ownsweet will in 
matters concerning themselves. 
To their 
c: dit bo it said that crime is almost un­ 
known among them and while none are 
rich, from our standpoint, there has never 
been a pauper in tiie community. 
Besides looking after the sheep and 
cattle, and cultivating juR enough of the 
rich soil to supply their actual needs—the 
business of life in this Acadia appears to 
consist in keeping one’s self cool and 
thoroughly rested. 
The prime necessities, 
such as gariic and chili-peppcr, grow wild 
on every hand; fruits of various kinds are 
abundant; the streams are filled with fish, 
and there is sea-food within easy reach; 
wherefote, then, should not those thus 
favored by the gods imitate Solomon’s 
lilies, which “ toil not, neither do they 
spin?” 
Unlike most dwellers in the tropics, 
these simple folk have not even a pen­ 
chant for intoxicants, and none of any 
sort are m-.de or drank in the country, the 
only beverages being native coffee, co.-oa- 
nut juiee, goats’ milk, and the clear, ct Id 
water that hubbies up from innumerable 
springs. 
In Santo Toribiro, election day is cele­ 
brated with as much fuss and feathers as 
it used to be in ancient times, before Euro­ 
peans disturbed their ancestors—or as it is 
now in the North during Presidential 
campaigns. 
Spanish chroniclers tell us 
that in the old days its was customary for 
those going out of office to give a banquet 
to their successors; and still a feast is 
spred on these momentous occasions by the 
retiring Alcalde and His assistants. 
1 here 
being no wumnn’s-righters 
nor strong- 
minded females here, the men only take 
part ;n the gastronomic portion of the 
political celebration, and are even served 
at table by boys; though doubtless the 
rooking is done by the dinnerlcss mothers 
and daughters, wives and sweethearts. 
An American gentleman residing 
in 
Belize, who a ttended one of these official 
spreads, has told me all about it. 
It was 
held in a iarge arbor, erected for the pur­ 
pose, of wild cane stalks, thatched with 
straw. 
As Usual, the men retained their 
hats, and smoked incessantly between and 
during every jurse. 
Tortillas were con­ 
tinually sent in, hot from the griddle— 
made by won.?n secreted in a hut some­ 
where in tL■ • rear—and piled in a steam­ 
ing heap in front of the Alcalde, who dis­ 
tributed them around with an easy and 
graceful shulile, something as an expert 
player deals his cards. 
Now and then 
fresh water was passed in mugs, it being 
the fashion for each to fill his mouth, 
draw it noisily to aud fro between his 
teeth, and then eject it upon the floor. 
The menu, as nearly as it can be rendered 
in English, was as follows: 
Cigarettoes. 
Caldo (broth), with garlic, chili and cig ircttoes. 
8opa, btewedin grease and garnished with chili. 
Cig iretloea. 
Pu- bara, stuff of every description-fish, fl<sh 
fowl, toed», pod-',. reen fruit, roots and 
vegeta^ > s, nil boiled together 
aud served on huge plates 
with chi.i sauce. 
C lg a re tto e x . 
Chicken, slewed w i'b grease and chili 
Cigi*.ictt'.a.s. 
Kid’o head, bilk i, w ith g 
■ 
Cigar ttoes. 
Red beans, stewed in oil. 
Clgarettoes. 
V.veetmeíits and coffee, with cigareltoee. 
Tortillas all the time. 
In the evening after these official ban­ 
quets the real fun begins. 
The arbor is 
cleared of tables and turned into a danc­ 
ing-hall, and then the women and girls ap­ 
pear. 
They dress in loose garments of 
white cotton, with scarfs of crimson or yel­ 
low thrown lightly over their naked shoul­ 
der-. their necklace, bracelet, brooches, 
ear-drops, fmger-rings and diadems of na­ 
tive gold, being so numerous as to look 
burdensome. 
Bulk seems to be their idea 
of elegance, and each wears several skirts, 
starched stiff as shingles. 
As a race they 
are not particularly good-looking, having 
more of Indian than Spanish blood, being 
short in stature and inclined to oily em­ 
bonpoint. 
The mu-ical instruments used by these 
people, both for festive and religious occa­ 
sions, are ctlled marimbas. 
They are in­ 
geniously contrived of wood and oxhide, 
and are p la y e d upon as a dulcimer. 
The 
tones they give out are more plaintive 
than melodious, and though apparently 
not loud, are of that penetrating quality 
that may be heard a long distance. 
The etiquette of Santo Toribiro ball­ 
rooms i peculiar. 
The ladies sit around 
the room, their multiplicity of stiff skirts 
making them look like so many Dutch 
cheeses; while the men remain outside in 
groups until the dancing is about to begin. 
When the first strains of the marimba— 
mournful and despairing as the wail of a 
loe* soul—announces the opening of the 
ball, one of the sandaled and hatted gen­ 
tlemen advances to the middle of the floor, 
on the way thereto carelessly nodding to 
the charmer of his choice ; and she leaves 
her 6eat and goes to face him, standing a 
few paces distant. 
Then they perform a 
rapid zapetero, scarcely moving the body, 
though their feet are flying like mad—for 
all the world like a pair of jumping-jacks, 
executing all manner of pigeon-wings, 
jigs 
and 
double-shuffles. 
Occasionally 
they 
cross 
over 
and 
change 
places, 
but 
never 
touch 
hands; 
and tnough 
the 
man 
may 
stare 
never so 
hard 
at 
his 
partner, 
it 
would 
be 
con­ 
sidered indecorous in her to so much 
as glance at him. 
When she gets enough 
of dancing she returns to her seat without 
so much as an adios to the gallant, while 
he, without stopping for a moment in the 
everlasting jig, nods to another lady to 
come and play Joan to his Darby. 
He is 
expected to keep on, without an instant’s 
pause, until the music ceases, and often it 
is continued a long time, as a test to the 
young man’s endurance. 
W hen he at last 
gives in another takes his place, and thus 
the ball is carried on till daylight, all 
conducting themselves with the utmost 
decorum. 
It was in British Honduras that I first 
attended a velorio, or the ceremony of 
watching with a corpse. The family home 
vOnsisted of a single long and narrow

The ceremony of E l Velorio is always 
observed^ when there is a death in the fam­ 
ily, aud is intended to keep up the spirits 
of the relatives and prevent their thoughts 
from dwelling on the sad side of the occa­ 
sion.

A black "one 
would say, “I have been stained ;” a white 
on e,‘‘I have been washed;” and neither 
could find the only fordable place in the 
river. 
Therefore, yellow dogs are reared 
fur that especial purpos x which may ac­ 
count for the host of curs in and around 
Santo Toribiro. 
In crossing this Styx the poor corpse 
looses all his clothes, after which the dog 
leads him, uaked, between two lofty moun­ 
tains that are constantly clashing together; 
theu over another, which is covered with 
stones sharp as needles; then over eight 
hills, upon which 
sleet cuts his flesh 
like knives, and ou through eight deserts, 
where the 
sands are 
hot its burning 
coale. 
After all this, lie is lei! through a 
path where poisoned arrow 
are contin­ 
ually flying and—worst of all, fierce tigers 
come and eat out his heart, and he falls 
into a foaming lagoon, filled with lizard-. 
How he gets out o f it is not explained— 
but at length he appears before the King 
of Mictlan, when his journey is ended and 
his identity lost forever. 
No wonder that 
people are inclined to lie good in a land 
where such beliefs prevail! 
Another superstition i- that of the 
Heavenly Milk Tree, for dead infants, 
which grows in a mansion, ealled Chihua- 
euahco. 
From its twigs milk is constantly 
ooring, and it is believed that babies thus 
nourished will return to earth after thou­ 
sands of years, to populate this world anew 
when the present race has passed aw y. 
When local marriages occur in this re­ 
gion, the parents of the couple make all

themselves. 
The tender passion lakes e a rly root in the 
tropic-, and it is not uncommon to see a 
bride aad groom, both under 14 year-. 
When the boy wsnts to get married, he tel is 
Ills mother rll about it.

the house of her parents, taking with them 
a ehiquhuile of fowl-:, fruit, bread, ears of 
dried corn, and -Iri.g so f peppers. 
They 
organize a sort of procession, composed of 
their relatives and friends, headed by a 
band of music, thus puhlically proclaiming 
their intention. 
It Í3 good form for the girl’s mother to 
politely refuse the first request until she

THE MESSAGE. 
The message of the President on the 
subject of the fishery treaty and retalia­ 
tion, while framed with care and replete 
with protestations that the honor and 
rights of the country must be maintained, 
nevertheless reveals the grevious disap­ 
pointment of the Executive over the re­ 
jection of the treaty, and discloses some 
petulance of spirit which the Executive 
should ill atibrd to entertain. For in­ 
stance, after reciting the facts of the re­ 
jection of the treaty and that the Senate 
did not manifest any disposition to amend 
its provisions, the President says : “I am 
by no means disposed to abandon the in­ 
terests aud rights of our people in the 
premises or neglect their grievances, and, 
therefore, turn to the contemplation of a 
plan of retaliation as the only mode which 
still remains of treating the situation. I 
am not unmindful of the gravity of re­ 
sponsibility assumed in the adoption of 
this line of conduct, nor do I fail to ap­ 
preciate its seriousness.” 
Certainly the President would not have 
anyone suppose that because of disappoint­ 
ment with him by the Senate as to the 
wisdom of a treaty he had negotiated, he 
would therefore ‘‘abandon the interests 
and rights of the people.” He could 
-carcely expect even his political enemies 
to thus estimate his character and his loy­ 
alty to duty—certainly we have a very 
much better opinion of the President than 
that. 
It is singularly significant that the 
President should, after commending the 
treaty so warmly, and declaring [his belief 
that it would have terminated our diffi­ 
culties with the Dominion Government, 
add these words: 
I deem it myduty,therefore,to call the attent ion 
ol Congress to certain particulars in the action 
of the authorities of the Dominion of Canada in 
addition to general allegations already made, 
which appear to be in such marked contrast to 
the friendly position of our country, as in my 
opinion t ■ call for such legislation as will, upon 
principles stated, properly supplement the 
power to inaugurate retaliation already vested 
m the Executive. 
He then points out that the Dominion 
has discriminated njustly, even meanly 
and cowardly against American commerce 
upon the great lakes, in the use of locks 
and canals under Canadian control, and 
advises that we apply the rule of doing by 
Canadian shipping and commerce pre­ 
cisely as the Dominion Government does 
by oure. 
This charge is true, but how 
could the ratification of the treaty have 
affected it ? Being true, why has theA d- 
ministration been 60 long silent before 
Congress, concerning the injustice of 
Canada? Why, having a statute at hand 
giving it ample power to act in retaliation, 
has not the Adminlsti ation long ago applied 
it to the righting of American commercial 
and border interests? 
However, on the whole, the message is 
timely and will, we believe, bring to 
dearly defined issue questions that have 
long been festering. There is a good deal 
of politics in the message, and it will be 
used to popularize the candidacy of the 
President. But it will rot be forgotten by 
the people that the situation was brought 
about by the action of the Senate; that 
the injustice for which we are to punish 
Canada has no direct relation whatever to 
the treaty, and has existed a long time, 
without having excited the indignation of 
the Administration until its treaty went 
•‘by the board.” Yet the message occupies 
strong ground and has patriotic vigor. Its 
purpose is unmistakable, and whatever 
political credit it can carry to President 
Cleveland's account beyond the limit of 
duty incumbent upon him to discharge, he 
should have. The manner in which he 
has presented the questions in the message 
will bring the country face to face with 
Canadian shrewdness, and a long line of 
Canadian injustice to the United States 
and we believe will result in permanent 
and satisfactory adjustment of our rela­ 
tions with the Dominion Government. 
There will be no war over the retaliatory 
measures, since the latter are acts within 
our legal rights that none may question; 
there will be no war over the fishery issue, 
for before England will permit that she 
will compel the Dominion Government to 
recede from its demands, which unques­ 
tionably invade American rights. Let the 
honor of bringing all these matters to the 
point where adjustment begins be credited 
where it belengs, and if thereby the 
United States Senate secures the greater 
share, it will be because the people know 
precisely where to bestow it. 


with the Chinese. 
The gentlemen of the State Board t>f 
Trade who projected the idea of pr/tting 
the boys and girls of the cities into the 
fruit harvest were not disco :raged by the 
refusal to accept the children, though 
they were mortified. Sixty of the new 
laborers were presently sent to Governor 
Stanford’s vineyard at Vina, where decent 
apartments were provided for them, and 
good food prepared for their table. Be­ 
fore the close of a week the Superintend­ 
ent reported the experiment a complete 
success, and presently a second group of 
juvenile workers was forwarded by his re­ 
quest. These have proved just as indus­ 
trious and profitable as their predecessors. 
They work with greater spirit than Chi­ 
nese, do more and with greater celerity, 
and give to the work a character it does 
not {¡ossess where Chinese are employed. 
In Alameda and in Placer counties large 
groups of boys and girls, employed to the 
displacement of Chinese, have also done 
honor to American labor. In several 
small orchards and vineyards these new 
workers, who are being gradually received, 
arc proving eminently successful. In one 
county the Chinese manifested their pro­ 
verbially selfi-h character by " striking,” 
and demanding that all white boys and 
girls employed in that section should at 
once be discharged. Nothing coaid have 
been more fortunate for white labor. The 
strike convinces the people that the Chi­ 
nese fear the new element, anu that is in 
itself a confession that the labor is as well 
if not better done than formerly. A 
Solano county fruit-grower is reported to 
have spoken in response to inquiry : 
” I have ICO acres set oat in apricots aud 
peaches, and employ thirty-two girls to cut the 
Jr. its lor drying purposes. I use none of the 
pa’ent new-iangltd drying apparatuses, butde 
pent! upon the effulgent orb of day for drying 
my fruits. ’ When asked how he was pleased 
with the work performed by the girls as com 
pared to the same number of Chinamen, he re­ 
plied : " I wouldn’t give one girl for n whole 
shed ful of Chinamen, aud I have no objection 
to stating llie size of the shed to be one mile 
square by two miles high ana four miles under­ 
neath the ground.'1 


CALIFORNIA YOUTH WINS. 
Three weeks ago we felt called upon to 
express the regret everywhere manifest 
that the hundreds of boys and girls who 
registered in San Francisco and Sacra­ 
mento as ready to work in the fruit fields 
and vineyards in vacation months were 
not being received by orchardists or vine- 
growers. It looked then as if the experi­ 
ment of putting the Chinamen out of and 
white labor into orchard and vineyard 
was about to fail. The Chinaman slept 
on the ground beneath a piece of matting, 
boarded himself and gave the grower no 
“ bother” about his personal comforts. 
The orchardists reasoned that the bovg 
and girls would prove quarrelsome, noisy

many hours do you require of them for a day’a 
work?” 
I pay the girls by the pound. They 
wora eleven hours per day—¡rom C a. éi to 12 
noon, aud from 1 p.m. to 6 r. k. The slowest 
cutters make *1 £.0 aud the fastest cutters make 
82 bo per day. The girls arc neat, clean and 
tidy about their work; all ol them polite, quiet 
ft word, Dice fte new pins. 
Their engagement began July 15th aud will 
last until October 1st. 
" I employ white men todo the heavier part 
of the work, which is handling boxes, trays, 
etc., and pay them *1 per day and board. I 
can get all the help I want, and in the case of 
these girls I find they suit much better than 
either boys or Chinumen. They reeide in our 
neighborhood, and enjoy their vacation, beside 
earning considerable money. In the interim 
they attend the commou schools, which are 
first-class. The ages of these girls range from 
12 to 18 years. There areeigbt or ten additional 
orchardists in that locality who employ girls in 
the same manner. It occurs to me that we have 
paitially solved the problem of what to do with 
our girls.” 
Every report from the orchards and 
vineyards where the bov*. and girls have 
been at work is now gratifying. 
The 
children are, under reasonably firm and 
kindly discipline, orderly, neat, rapid, 
cleanly, and work as if they themselves 
owned the fields and meant to make the 
utmost profit out of them. Let the friends 
of white labor continue in their well­ 
doing. It is probabie that the question is 
already aud finally answered that was pro­ 
pounded with such alarm last year and the 
year before and for several years, “ If you 
exclude the Chinese, how are we to gather 
our fruit crops?” 


THE HEATED TEEÜ. 
The people of the great valleys have for 
some days been experiencing an exces­ 
sively heated weather term—it is a phe­ 
nomenal extravagance of temperature, and 
astonishes the earliest comers. 
The of­ 
ficial statisticians tell us we have had no 
such hot weather for all years in which 
a record has been kept. 
It certainly is very warm just now 
throughout the interior, and the common 
salutation of inquiry is, “ Is it hot enough 
for you?” We have yet to hear of any 
one responding in the negative—it is hot 
enough for the chilliest and thinnest- 
blooded of beings.. But there is a feature 
of the heated term, with all its incon- 
convenienccs and discomforts, that cannot 
escape attention—it does not do harm. 
We hear of no such results as would fol­ 
low such a visitation at the Eabt; men do 
not fall dead in the streets j nor animals 
in the stall; nor do workshops close and 
business suspend ; people do not seek the 
house-tops at night, nor pass the dark 
houre in sultry misery. 
Hot as it is, the 
wheel is not stayed, the everyday voca­ 
tions are pursued as usual and the valley 
world moves on in its accustoned groove. 
The reason for the marked distinction 
between excessive heat here and at the 
East is obvious and furnishes a splendid 
testimonial to the California climate—the 
atmosphere is very dry, hence radi­ 
ation 
and 
evaporation 
are 
not 
checked 
in 
the 
body, 
and 
so 
106° Farenheit here causes us less 
discomfort than 85° visits upon the 
people of a humid climate. Our heated 
terms are not numerous nor long. They 
seldom extend beyond three or four days. 
By that time the rarified air rising from 
the great valley plains induces incoming 
cool currents. Moreover, however hot the 
day, the night hours enable us to gain re­ 
cuperating sleep, for they become cool and 
refreshing long before the dawn. These 
“ spells ” of excessive heat are not with­ 
out compensation. It is ripening weather, 
it induces great evaporation and encour­ 
ages the hope of plentiful rainfall when 
the wet season comes on—at least it is re­ 
marked that very warm summers are fol­ 
lowed by better rain seasons than cool 
summers months. Then, too, heat desic­ 
cates and destroys germs and deposits that 
would be liable to poison the atmosphere 
and load its wings with poison. There are 
other compensations, but after all, since we 
suffer no more by our heated terms than 
by exclamatory explosions and resort to 
fans and light clothing, there is no need to 
excuse conditions. We are situated too well

Bloom caught one of them and took it 
home and told Mr. Kemey he must take 
care of his hogs. He also told me to see 
.that-they were kept out. Last Sunday even­ 
ing the hogs were in our field aud Kemey 
and Wenck passed on the road. I called out 
to them to tel! them about the hoes, but I 
guess they had been drinking, and they 
only replied by waving their hands and 
yelling at me. J got a horse and went and 
got two of the hogs and put them in the 
corral, and Monday morning I went over 
and told Kemey's wife about it. He came 
over right away aud acknowledged that 
they were his hogs, and said that if I 
would get a man he would get one and 
they would decide the amount of damage. 
I told him that when he paid the damage 
he would have the hogs, and not before. 
Wednesday evening Kemey and Wenck 
came over, and Wenck demanded the hogs. 
I told him he could not have them. We 
got into a little 1 scrap ’ between ourselves, 
and he hallooed for help and Kemey came 
up with a revolver in his hand and pointed 
it at my wife, and told 
her 
to 
stand back. She went into the house and 
got my revolver, but when she came out 
Kemey pointed his revolver at her and 
made her give it up. He then handed it to 
Wenck and they knocked down the fence 
to get the hogs out. While they were do­ 
ing that I went into the house and gota 
hammer to nail the boards on again so 
that the pigs could not get out. Wenck 
then drew my own revolver on me, and I 
threw the hammer and knocked it out of 
bis hand. I picked it up and hit him over 
the head once with it. 
I started off 
and left him there at first, but then I went 
back and picked him up and told him to 
go on home. Seeing his hat lying on the 
ground I called him back and "gave it to 
him, and told him I wanted him to shake 
hands before he went. We shook hands, 
and he started home like a iittle man. 
“ While this was going on Kemey’s horse 
broke loose. I do not know whether he 
went after the horse or not, but any wuy he 
disappeared, revolver and ali, leaving" his 
hired man there. He diopped his meer­ 
schaum-pipe and did not come back after 
it. I have got it yet.”

CAPITOL NOTES. 


I m p o r ta n t h u iiu g io th e L 'iü d 
O ffice. 
Register Hetzel and Rtceiver Linthicnm , 
of the U nited States Laud Office in this 
city, yesterday made a very im portant rul­ 
ing. It was in a contest between claimants 
to lands near Michigan Bar, and the issue 
w is between tbo m ineral and agricultural 
characters of the land. A sm all part of 
the land it is found is suitable for cultiva­ 
tion, but the agriculturist is ham pered by 
lack of wa'er. 
The ground is rocky, the 
soil thin and the deposits of tailings from 
old m ining large. The decision goes on to 
say that 
“ m ining has been heretofore 
successfully conducted 
on 
portions of 
the 
tract 
by 
the 
hydraulic process 
and it does not appear that it3 m ineral ca­ 
pacities have been exhausted. On the con­ 
trary, a large portion of it, at least twenty- 
five acres in one spot, is virgin, gravelly 
ground, presumably as valuable for hy­ 
draulic m ining as that heretofore worked. 
Moreover, the large deposits of tailings 
have never been worked over. The evi­ 
dence a3 to their m ineral value is not 
direct but experience has show n that with 
improved appliances and cheaper labor 
these relies of old m ining days possess a 
present, positive value. In the case at bar 
the evideuoe shows that they unfit the 
land for agriculture uses. The fact of suc­ 
cessful farm ing being carried on to a greater 
or less extent, and the fact that a great por­ 
tion of the laud ¡3 suitable for a certain 
character of grazing, does not at all m ili­ 
tate 
against the 
superior 
value 
of 
the land for 
m ining 
uses. It is the 
rule rather than the exception in the 
m ining 
districts 
of 
the 
lower foot­ 
hills that the land, although of high 
value for mining, possesses a certain value 
for agricultural uses. 
W hat this office has 
ioconsider is w hether that land is more 
valuable for m ineral or for agricultural 
purposes. 
" It is intim ated by the contestant that 
rem unerative m ining has ceased on the 
tract by reason of the operation of injunc­ 
tions issued from the Courts under their 
decisions on w hat is fam iliary known as 
th e ‘slickens’ question. The construction 
of law, the basis of these injunctions, has 
never been affirmed by the Suprem e Court 
of the United States, nor has it ever been 
made by the General Land Office a basis 
for consideration in the determ ination of erly, 
the mineral or non-m ineral character of the 
" 
public domain. 
“ Should such construction of the law 
become final, should all hydraulic m ioii g 
in California thereupon of necessity cease, 
it may still be fairly presumed that the in­ 
genuity of the American people will prove 
equal to the emergency and will devise 
means whereby, w ithout infraction of the 
laws, the precious metals contained in her 
soil may be profitably extracted and add to 
her m aterial wealth. 
“ At all events, until a different rule be 
adopted by the Department, this office can 
attach no weight to the argum ent im plied 
by the evidence of the existence of these 
injunctions.”

A TERRIBLE TROHICAJ. SNAKE. 
There are eight varieties of him (the 
fer-de-lanee), the most common being the 
gray speckled with black, precisely the 
c dor that enables the monster to hide 
himself among tiie roots of the trees by 
simply coiling about them and concealing 
his triangular head. 
Sometimes lie is a 
beautiful yellow; then he may never be 
distinguished from the bunch of bright 
bananas among which he hangs coil* d; or 
he may be a dark yellow; or yellowish- 
brown, or the color of wine Ice-s speckled 
with pink and black, t-r a perfect ash tint, 
or black with a yellow belly, or black 
with a rose belly—all hues of tropical 
mold, of old bark, or putrefying trees, of 
forest detritus. 
The iris of the eye is 
orange, with red fla-hes; at night it glows 
like incandescent charcoal. 
And the fer-de-lanee reigns absolute 
king over the mountains and the ravines; 
iie is lord of the f jreste and the solitudes 
by day, and by night he extends the do­ 
minion over the public roada, the familiar 
paths, the parks, the pleasure resorts. 
People must remain at home after dark 
unless they dwell in the city itself; if you 
happen to be out visiting after sunset, 
only a mile from town, your friends will 
caution you anxiously not to follow the 
boulevard as you go back, and to keep as 
closely as possible to the very centre of 
the path. Even in the brightest noon 
you can not venture to enter the woods 
unescorted ; you can not trust your eyes 
to detect danger ; at any moment a seem­ 
ing branch, a knot ol lianas, a pink or 
gray root, a clump of yellow fruit, may 
suddenly t ike life, writhe, swell, etretch, 
spring, strike. 
Then you will need aid indeed, and most 
quickly; for within the space of a few 
heart-beats the stricken flesh chills, tume­ 
fies, softens, changes color, spots vio- 
lacrously, and an icy coldness crawls 
through all the blood. If the physician 
or the pauseur arrives in time, and no 
artery or vein has oeen directly pierced, 
there is hope; but the danger is not passed 
when the life has been saved. 
Necrosis of 
the tissues begins; the flesh corrupts, tat­ 
ters, tumbles from the bone; and the col­ 
ors of its putrefaction are frightful mock­ 
eries of the hues of vegetable death, of 
forest decomposition, the ghastly pinks 
and grays and yellows of rotting trunks 
and roots melting back into the thick fetid 
clay that gave them birth. You niolder 
as the trees inolder ; you crumble and dis­ 
solve as dissolves the substance of the 
balatas, and the palms and the scoraats; 
the I)eath-of-the-Woods has seized upon 
you! 
And this pestilence that walketh in dark­ 
ness, this destruction that wasteth at POOg-. 
day, may not be exorcised. Each female 
produces viviparously from forty to sixty 
young at a birth. The haunts of the creat­ 
ure are in many cases inaccessible, inex- 
plorabie; its multiplication is prodigious; 
it is only the .surplus of its swarming that 
overpours into the cane fields, and makes 
the high roads perilous after sunset, yet to 
destroy three or four hundred thanato- 
phidia on a single small plantation during 
the lapse of twelve months has not been 
uncommon. 
The 
introduction of the 
mangouste (the ichneumon) ma^, it is 
hoped, do much toward protecting the 
workers in the cane fields and on the cocoa 
and coffee plantations; but the mangonste’s 
powers are limited, and the ocean of death 
is illimitable.—Harper’s Magasine.

dered the following report which was unan­ 
im ously adopted: 
The California Academy of Sciences desire to 
record its grateful tribute of respect to the 
memory of its late member. Charles Crocker, 
who was boru at Troy, N. Y., September 16,182Z, 
and died at Hotel Del Monte, Monterey county, 
California. August 11.1SS8. 
His eminent services as one of the great pio­ 
neer railroad builders, uniting the Pacific coast 
with the Atlantic tiorders. have become matter? 
of public history. 
His talents aud iudustry surmounted early 
disadvantages, aud soon gave him position 
among prominent business men. until the emer­ 
gencies of the great struggle for national integ­ 
rity demanded the transcontinental railroad. 
!u this enterprise he enlisted aud ventured 
his then moderate fortune, with a courage and 
energy born of a faith In his own convictions 
aud In the patriotism of his countrymen. 
This design of constructing a great railroad 
system in the country he pursued with unabated 
real for more than a quarter of a centnry, aud 
until the close of his life. Let those who enjoy 
the blessings of health, the pleasures ot travel, 
and the joys of social reunions attendant upon 
rapid and convenient transportation consider 
the enterprise, the courage, the invention, the 
labor ana the risk of fortune devoted to the 
work by the great pioneer builders of the Cali­ 
fornia railroads, among v hom the deceased was 
one of the chief. 
And this academy has especial reason to hold 
the name of Charles Crocker in unfading re­ 
membrance as one of it* early and rpr.erou? 
patrons, while it was without available meaus 
to advance the cause of science.

At a special meeting of the Board of Di­ 
rectors of the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company, the following mem orial on the 
death of Charles Crocker was adopted . 
On the 14th day of August, 1888. our late Presl 
dent, Charles Crocker, died in the city of Mon 
terey, in this .State, after a brief illness. The 
years of his life were filled with events—events 
marked in the world's history. His life in an 
eminent degree illustrates the beneficence of 
the institutions under which we live, for by 
worth alone he arose to the high position which 
he held among men. 
One of the pioneers of California, he repre 
sented the best type of the early immigrant. 
From hi? first arrival here he took an active 
pait in tbe life of our yonng State, and from 
that time to the present nas ¡-hared in the great 
enterprises whicli have given strength ana re­ 
pute. uot only to his adopted State, but to the 
entire Pacific" Coast. He was one of the noted 
men who broke ground fur the first railroad 
which it was ever intended -hovld be built in 
advance of civilization. He commanded the 
forces of the Central Pacific Railroad Company 
which upon the summits of the Sierra Nevadas, 
for three years combated and overcame nature 
itself. He laid the track across the desert 
wastes of Nevada and saw the last spike driven 
which united the East and the West, Among 
the closing acts of a useful life, he drove the 
spike which marked tbe completion of tbe 
great line of railroad which connects the w a­ 
ter- of the Colombia river with thoee of the 
Colorado and the Mississippi. 
Realizing that the future of the great interior 
valleys of California, which he had been instru­ 
mental in opening and developing through the 
agency of railroads, depended upon judicious 
systems of irrigation, he was among the first to 
inaugurate on an extended scale such a system 
—the value of which to the State cannot be 
overestimated.

H e easily took such a person 
into the num ber of his friends. 
And, then, 
rem embering the bleeding feet of his own 
poverty in childhood, and the hardships of 
his youth, his sym pathies ran over into the 
bosom of a 1 the pinched and pained chil­ 
dren of m isiortune. 
As the anti-slavery 
conflict arose while he was coming into the 
bloom of manhood, he sympathized with 
it, and threw about it all the ardors of his 
soul. And wheu, in his riper years, the 
conflict became a political one, he was a 
m em ber of the little band 
that origi- 
natcd a free-soil, or Republican, organization 
in Sacramento. 
H e suffered much in loss 
of friends, in loss of business, in loss of 
popular favor, for several years in conse­ 
quence. B ut he was not daunted. 
He 
was outspoken, clear, daring, almost bel­ 
ligerent. Of course, becam e out unharm ed, 
victorious, and, a few yeais later coulu have 
had any office that he m ight have desired. 
But, out ot that same agitation and con­ 
flict, concerning slavery, grew another con­ 
sequence, sadly instructive, and painful

h i -. R e c o r d - U n io n : Something more 
tUun tw o mouths ago I left Sacramento in 
company with three other gentleman to 
make the tour of Northern California, and 
as í observed many ideas of the country 
concerning which little is known in Cen­ 
tral and Southern California, I will jot a 
few of them down for the benefit of the 
stay-at-homes. 
I shall confine my obser­ 
vations to Trinity county. 
This county wa* a surprise to me in 
many ways. 
It is a.- yet but partially de­ 
veloped, scarcely even prospected. 
It has 
an immense wealth of timber, now lying 
in its virgin fore-is awaiting the iron horse 
or the V flume to transport it to market. 
The entire Coast range, or Trinity moun­ 
tains, is one vast belt of the finest timber 
in the world, with a large proportion of 
sugar pine, many single trees of which will 
furnish $500 worth of lumber after reach­ 
ing the Sacramento valley. 
The best 
bunch of timber in the county runs diag­ 
onally in a northwesterly direction from 
the Yole-Bole mountains. 
Other good 
timber belts are on (iood’s mountain, In ­ 
dian Creek mountain, and on the Gravel 
range between Trinity county and Miners- 
ville. The people of the county expect to 
realize more wealth in the future from 
the forests than from any other source. 


WEAVER VILLE 
Is one of the oldest mining camps in the 
State, and at the present time has more of 
the atmosphere of the “fall of ’49 and 
spring of ’50” about it, than any place I 
have visited. 
Everything is high-priced 
here, and the citizens boast of it, ana they 
heave a sigh when reminded that this 
state of tilings must come to an end in the 
near future. 
I was■ sitting in front of a 
fruit store yesterday when a miner came 
along and asked the price of muscat grapes, 
which he was informed were 20 cents a 
pound. 
Inferior (reaches sell at 5 cents 
per pound; hay 3 cents, barley 3 cents, etc. 
It costs $1 25 t<> procure a meal for your 
horse, while at the same time you can get 
a good meal for yourself for 50 cents. 


HOME OE THE PEAR. 
T he late winter apple and the Bartlett 
pear are at home here. 
I have advised 
the planting of more apple trees of the very- 
latest varieties to t>e obtained. It could 
be made very profitable if they would 
prune their trees once a year, cultivate 
the ground and thin out the fruit so as to 
leave about one-third the number on the 
trees, and thus have splendid, large truit. 
The scale bug came to this place several 
years ago, and is now doing pretty well. 
H e came on a Spitzenberg apple tree sent 
up here a few years ago by a well-known 
nursery firm iu the valley and has “m ulti­ 
plied and increased" to an alarming ex­ 
tent. 
Nearly every available piece of 
ground about here that can be irrigated, 
is in alfalfa aud it grows to perfection. 
Weaverville is a feeder for a large number 
of 
MINING DISTRICTS, 
A few of which I will make mention of. 
First comes 
the 
Deadwood 
District 
(quartz), situated eleven miles east of here. 
It is one of the most celebrated mining 
camps in the State. 
The principl mines 
at this place are the Brown Bear, Niagara, 
McDonald, and various other small mines. 
The Brown Bear is owned in part (one 
third) by our former townsman, Charles 
W ati, and one-tliird each by Henry Mar­ 
tin of Weaverville and an estate of a de­ 
ceased person. This i- a valuable prop­ 
erty and I understand its owners very 
properly refused an oiler of $300,000 for it. 
The Niagara i.« owned by San Francisco 
capitalists, and i- very profitable. The 
McDonald mine i~ owued by the McDon­ 
ald Brothers and E'ranks. They run a 
five-stamp mill last year and divided 
$120,000 as the result. They have re­ 
cently put up a ten-stámp mill and expect 
to double their dividends next time. Next 
comes the 


NORTH FOP.K QUARTZ DISTRICT, 
•Situated twelve mile- north of west from 
Weaverville. This is a new district, and 
a very large one. .As there are no mills 
in the district, the ore has all been worked 
by arastras for the last two years. 
The 


principal mines of the camp are the Yel 
lowstone, Enterprise, Golden Chest, North 
Star, Ozark and others, together with 
about fifty others in course of develop­ 
ment, the latter worked mostly by men 
of small means, and is a splendid oppor­ 
tunity for capital that is seeking invest­ 
ment. The Enterprise is owned by Raich 
Loddell and others, of Weaverville, and 
is worked by an arastra. 
They have 
two-foot vein, and have worked no quartz 
that has not paid $100 per ton. 
There is 
is no quartz in this district that does not 
pay handsomely. 


N E W R IV E R Q U A R TZ D IST R IC T 
Is thirty miles northwest of Weaverville. 
There are several five stamp mills at this 
camp, all of which were packed in on the 
backs of mules. 
There will be a wagon 
road graded to this camp in a short time, 
and ex(>ectation runs high regarding its 
future. 
Its principal 
mines are 
the 
Ridgeway, Colgrove’s, Hard Tack, Tough 
Nut and Mountain Boomer. 
The Ridge­ 
way is owned by George Denn and others, 
two-thirds interest 
in 
which was re­ 
cently sold for 
$150,000. 
The Hard 
Tack, Tough Nut and Mountain Boomer 
belong to Messrs. Ladd and Clements, of 
New River, two old practical miners of the 
district. The leads are all very rich. 


THE BULLYCHOOP DI-TRIUT (QUARTZ) 
Is fifteen miles southeast of Weaverville. 
The mines of this district are not so rich 
as in many others, but they overshadow all 
competitors in the immense size of the 
veins. There is one ten-stamp mill, two 
five-stamp mills, and one Huntington, and 
one Cannon-ball mill. 
All the mills find 
profitable work. The only drawback for a 
poor man is, that the “ country” rock is so 
hard, that it requires a larger capital to 
work them. There are many other local­ 
ities in Trinity where they have good 
prospects, and their development is only a 
question of time. 


CINNEBAR DISTRICT (QUICKSILVER) 
Is above Trinity Center, thirty-five miles 
from Weaverville. 
The Trinity and Al­ 
turas are the principal mines, and have 
generally been profitably worked. 
The 
Alturas has shut down on account of liti­ 
gation. The cost of producing quicksilver 
in this district is seventeen cents (>er pound. 


PLACER MINES. 
The Ward, two miles west of here, is 
the largest placer mine in the county. 
It 
is owned by P. M. Paulsen and others, of 
this place. The only drawback is the lack 
of water during a great portion of the 
year. The mine has always paid $-500 a 
day and over when worked. 
It owners 
have recently negotiated for additional 
water rights, and when the contemplated 
improvements are completed it will prob­ 
ably be the best paying propertv in the 
State. 
THE HAYS MINE (PLACER) 
Is at Junction City, six miles west of 
I\ eaverville. This is a very extensive 
mine. 
W ater was brought from Canyon 
creek, a distance of several miles, at an 
expense of about $100,000. 
It earned its 
owners $30,000 last year. Junction City 
is the largest placer mining district in the 
county. 
The Evans & Bartlett, Mam­ 
moth and Jacobs mines are all very exten­ 
sive, and are considered amongst the best 
in the county. The McMurray & Hupp 
mine is located at Weaverville, and is one 
of the most extensive in the county. 
It 
has a good water supply, has been worked 
continuously since about 1860, and has al­ 
ways paid its owners handsomely. 


A MINED-OVER TOWN. 
The entire town of Weaverville has 
been mined over, and its streets to-day are 
literally paved with gold. There is scarcely 
a pan of dirt on the public highway that 
does not contain the precious metal. Its 
people are whole-souled, big-hearted, gen­ 
erous and genial, and grasp your hand 
with a warmth and cordiality that places 
you at ease at once. 
Your* readers will 
readily perceive from the foregoing why 
hay and barley are three cents per pound, 
and grapes twentv cents, and other things 
in proportion. This part of the country 
is wholly dependent upon and draws its 
supplies from the agricultural districts, 
and this brings me to the beautiful vallev 
of 
HAY FORK, 
Twenty-eight miles from here, at the end 
of the new graded road from Red Bluff. 
It contains about 30,000 acres of good 
land, with sufficient streams of water to 
irrigate every acre of it at comparatively 
little co6t. Talk about alfalfa!—why, Hay 
Fork valley 
would 
put 
the 
blush 
on any lands adjacent to the Sacramento 
valley for alfalfa, and they have the whole 
of the mining districts for a market. Just 
think of it—they come to your stacks and 
take the hay away themselves, and pay 
you more for it th a n either the Sacra­ 
mento or San Francisco markets will pay. 
Then, if you have a grain of . enterprise, 
yon-will buy a lot of calves and young 


stock cattle and let them roam over the 
hills in the summer. at will, shelter aud 
feed them about two months in the winter, 
and you have fat beef and get the top 
prices, while your silurian neighbor ha- to 
wait till his are again fattened, and the 
price has dropped in the mean time two or 
three cents per pound. 
One of the great­ 
est needs of they valle at the present time 
is for a few 


PEOPLE OF ENERGY AND MONEY 
To come in and do things as they are done 
in other prosperous communities, and they 
will make fortunes for themselves anil 
(iut new life into the community. 
Many 
of the people have been living on and im­ 
proving their lands for several years with­ 
out even so much a- making a filins’, either 
through ignorance or to avoid the Tax- 
Collector. Several people have hist part 
of their alfalfa fields, some wheat fields, 
and others their orchards, through neglect. 
There is good Government laud left in the 
valley, open .o any one that will come 
soon and take it. 
Procrastination, how­ 
ever, will not do. 
I sent to Weaverville 
for a surveyor and !and attorney when I 
first came over, to do about half a day s 
work, and they kept him in the valley 
over a week, and he then left, leaving *a 
large number to await his next coming. 
Several thousand acres of the best land 
has been pre-empted in the last three 
weeks, 
simply 
because somebody else 
thought it w a s worth something. An old 
resident (Mr. Knowles! sold his farm 
of 
320 
acres, 
with 
good 
buildings, 
several miles of fencing, and a splendid 
apple orchard, for $7,000. The man that 
bought it can double his money inside of 
twelve months. Such a place in the Sac­ 
ramento valley is worth $30,000. Hay 
Fork is rapidly gaining in population, 
and inside of five years will have the 
county seat, for the simple reason that she 
will outvote the northern end; besides, it 
is the most centrally-located place in the 
county. The views in all direction- are 
simply 
BEAUTIFULLY GRAND. 
I am building a house at the brow of a 
hill, and just across the valley I shall have 
a wealth of views. 
There is a gentle slope 
for half a mile in front, when the river is 
reached. 
Persons visiting this countrv 
five years hence will not recognize it from 
their present recollections of it. 
We have 
selected a beautiful spot on a low hill for 
the Court-house, after it shall have been 
put on wheels. The building occupied at 
present by the county is an old store, prob­ 
ably an early pioneer. 
I will state con­ 
cerning connection with vacant lands, that 
there is considerable yet in Scott’s valiev, 
Siskiyou county. 
It is good land, and 
most of it can be irrigated. The winters 
are a little severe, but it is a good country 
to make a home In, with good wheat or 
alfalfa lands. There are many elegant 
residences in the valley, that I should sav 
cost from $5,000 to $10,000. 
Finally, if 
this should reach the eye of any industri­ 
ous couple of small means and willing 
hands, that want to reach independence in 
a few years, I advise them to come Up 
north. 
The lands are incomparably better 
than those in the south, and you will not 
have to cover it with twenty-dollar pieces 
to own a few acres of God's footstool. 
Good, delicious pure water, and plenty of 
it, and a fine bracing atmosphere. 
Leav 
your pills and noxious drugs behind you 
There is not a physician in all of Ha 
Fork valley—none nearer than 28 miles, 
and he has never been called except to set 
a broken bone. 
I fear I have drawn this 
epistle to a greater length than I should 
have done, but I have been so charmed 
with the countrv that I could not sav less 
J . L G .
